Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass., by Joseph J. 
Derro, Constable of said Town, notices having been sent by mail by the

epileptic, drug or liquor patients). 

Any public use not specifically enumerated herein (including 
a public utility or communications use) which is necessary for 
the service of the immediate area or which requires a location 
outside of Business and Industrial Districts for reasons of 
space or function; provided that all outside storage of materials 
and equipment is in completely screened yards. 

Customary accessory uses clearly incidental to and located on 
the same premises with any of the foregoing uses. 


In Apartment House Districts, the following special regulations 
shall also apply: 


ee 


No building or structure shall be constructed, altered, enlarged 
or reconstructed so that any part thereof, except eaves and un- 
covered steps, shall be within 20 feet of any street line. 

Each dwelling house hereafter constructed shall be provided 
with a lot conforming to the area, width and frontage require- 
ments applicable to such lot, if located in a General Residence 
District, except that for each apartment house or group house,

the lot shall contain not less than 2,700 square feet if two 
stories in height, 1800 square feet if three or four stories in 
height and 1000 square feet if five or more stories in height, for 
each family accommodated therein.

3. In the case of every apartment house or group house construct- 
ed after the adoption of this amendment or used for such pur- 
pose, there shall be available on the premises or on land asso- 
ciated therewith and within 200 feet thereof, permanently 
maintained private automobile parking or garaging space for 
the exclusive use of residents and their guests, having an area 
of not less than 250 square feet of usable space for each family 
accommodated on said premises.

The foregoing officers were sworn to the faithful performance of their 
duties. 

The voting machines were prepared for the election by the Voting 
Machine Custodians and checked by the Town Clerk prior to the day of 
the election. All materials for the proper conduct of the election were 
supplied by the Secretary of the Commonwealth and the Town Clerk and 
turned over to the Wardens of the various Precincts. 

The polls were declared open in each precinct at seven (7) o’clock A.M. 
and remained open until seven (7) o’clock P.M., at which time, after due 
notice, they were declared closed. 


The results of the voting for each machine was printed on a printer 
pak. The imprint on the pak was imprinted by the voting machine counter 
and an election officer read and announced the same. ‘Total vote sheets 
prepared by the Town Clerk were used and the result of the same was de- 
clared in the respective precincts. 

Total Vote Sheets were enclosed in envelopes supplied for that purpose, 
sealed with seals provided for the purpose and the same delivered to the 
Town Clerk. 

Challenged voter ballots were encased in boxes and returned to the 
Town Clerk. 

Upon receipt of the returns from the several precincts, the Town Clerk 
forthwith canvassed the same and announced the results at 3:15 A.M., on 
November 4, 1964. 
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Soon after the closing of the polls, the Town Clerk turned over to the 
tellers the Absent Voter Ballots, Service Absent Voter Ballots, and Partial 
Ballots, together with the applications filed by said voters as follows:

The proposed measure provides that henceforth appointments in the 
executive branch of the government shall not require the advice and con- 
sent of the Governor’s Council. Exceptions to this provision include ap- 
pointments to the Youth Service Board, Industrial Accident Board, Com- 
mission of the Department of Public Utilities, Parole Board and Appellate 
Tax Board, which appointments shall continue to require Council action. 
However, should the Council fail to act upon such appointments within 
thirty calendar days, then the person involved shall be deemed to have 
been lawfully appointed. Any appointment in the executive branch by an 
officer other than the Governor which heretofore required Council approval 
shall henceforth require approval by the Governor. 

Removals from office shall no longer require the advice and consent of 
the Council, except in the case of the Youth Service Board, which removals 
must still receive Council approval. As in the case of appointments still 
requiring Council approval, such recommended removal from the Youth 
Service Board must be acted upon by the Council within thirty calendar 
days; otherwise the proposed removal shall become effective as if approval 
had been given. In the case of any appointment which heretofore required 
Council approval the Governor may, within fifteen, days of the making of 
the appointment, remove the person appointed without cause. 


The Council shall no longer be required to approve the fixing of any 
compensation for services rendered in the executive department. And 
henceforth there need be no approvak by the Council of actions or agree- 
ments by executive officers, including but not limited to borrowings and 
loans, investments, leases, licenses, purchases and conveyances, and con- 
tracts, and also including the promulgation of rules and regulations. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Governor shall at all times remain 
free to seek the advice and consent of the Council upon any matter.

House, shall each receive thirty-nine hundred dollars as additional com- 
pensation, to be paid as provided in the Act. After the same date the 
annual expense allowance is to be six hundred dollars for each member 
and the travel allowance is to be eight cents per mile with a stated minimum 
and an alternative, and a member chosen to fill a vacancy or who resigns 
during a session is to be entitled to per diem compensation at the rate for 
each regular annual session and to the allowances for travel and other 
expenses for the time of his membership. 


It is also provided that in addition to the compensation for the 1963 
annual session the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House shall 
be paid thirty-nine hundred dollars, the floor leaders of each major political 
party in the Senate and House, the Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Ways and Means and Chairman and Vice-Chairman of that committee 
of the House, shall be paid twenty-nine hundred and twenty-five dollars 
and each other member shall be paid nineteen hundred and fifty dollars. 
Each member shall also be entitled to an additional expense allowance of 
two hundred dollars for the calendar year 1963 and the travel allowance 
shall be at the rate of eight cents per mile with a stated minimum and an 
alternative for the balance of the calendar year 1963.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In reviewing the work of the Board of Selectmen during 1964, the intro- 
duction of machine voting stands as perhaps the most significant event of 
the year. After extensive study, your Board decided upon the type and 
number of voting machines to be rented, and in the September 15, 1964 
State Primary, Winchester used voting machines for the first time in its 
history. Naturally some problems were encountered, particularly during 
the November 3 National Election, but the Selectmen are convinced that 
these problems will be overcome, and that use of machines will result in a 
substantial saving of money to the Town. As a result of our experience 
in the 1964 elections, the Selectmen have decided to move the voting for 
Precinct 2 only from the Lincoln School to the Town Hall, which is geo- 
graphically a more central location for this Precinct. 


The only work done on the Town Hall during 1964 was a complete re- 
pointing and glazing of the brickwork in the tower. No further work was 
contemplated during 1964 due to the emergency cost of repairs to save the 
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tower structure in 1963, but this one expense followed logically as the 
first step of a periodic maintenance program recommended at that time. 
During the summer the landscaping in front of the Town Hall and around 
the new Honor Roll received a complete face lifting under the practiced 
and devoted hand of our Head Custodian, Mr. Francis Muraco; the ap- 
proaches to the main entrance are infinitely more attractive than they 
have ever been before. Toward the end of 1964, the clock in the Town Hall 
tower was completely electrified. 

During the latter part of 1964, Winchester extended its mutual aid fire 
alarm system to the Town of Stoneham, This cooperative endeavor took 
the last of our existing fire alarm circuits. The needs of the Town have 
outgrown the present signal system, which has served the Town well for 
the past 50 years. In the 1965 Annual Town Meeting, the Fire Department 
sub-committee of the Permanent Building Committee will present a program 
of renovation to the Fire Station. Approximately 70% of the cost of this 
program is sought to replace our present system with a modern, electronic 
system having much more versatility and capacity. The Selectmen support 
this program wholeheartedly. The Fire Department also put in service its 
new Fire Alarm Truck. In addition to being a first rate piece of equipment 
for its primary purpose of maintaining the Town’s fire alarm system, this 
vehicle has a 32 foot hydraulic extension ladder and other features which 
make it potentially valuable for general firefighting and rescue needs. 

For some time the Selectmen have been concerned about the amount 
of protection the limits of insurance carried by some of the local taxi oper- 
ators afforded the general public. Accordingly, before new licenses were 
issued on May 1, 1964, the Selectmen made it mandatory for all taxi opera- 
tors to carry full “taxi” insurance, rather than simply the less protective 
“private livery” limits. 

No decision was made during 1964 as to the location of the extension of 
Route 3 from Route 128 south to the Inner Belt. Furthermore, it is the 
Board’s understanding that since the exact location of the Inner Belt has 
not yet been decided, a decision on the Route 3 location is not expected until 
mid-1966 or later. 

During the summer of 1964, the Boston Edison Company substantially 
increased the load carrying capacity of its main underground transmission 
line from its Mystic Station in Everett to its sub-station near Horn Pond 
in Woburn. Although road excavations attendant to this project caused us 
considerable inconvenience, it was toward a worthy end. The increased 
capacity at Woburn is now sufficient to adequately service Winchester and 
other communities for many years to come. 

Late in 1964, the Wedgemere Railroad Station became the Town’s 
property, under the jurisdiction of the Selectmen. This step seemed to both 
the Selectmen and the Town Meeting’ to be the only way we could insure 
proper maintenance of, and service from, this facility. The Selectmen have 
advised other Town Boards of their desire to find a secondary municipal 
use for this facility. In the meantime, it will be maintained to fulfill its 
primary purpose of serving the commuters who use it. 
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In 1963 the Selectmen appointed James J. Costello to the position of 
Town Controller, a position created by an Act of the 1963 State Legislature. 
During 1964, this new concept has progressively taken shape in a manner 
which we believe will prove of inestimable value to the Town, presently and 
in future years. This broadened concept of fiscal management is making 
possible tighter control by the various Town, Boards, and a more uniform 
management of all town budgets and expenses. 


Frequent faulty operation of our present parking meters is causing a 
marked decrease in parking meter revenue. In order to reverse this trend, 
the Selectmen are considering a program of gradual replacement to begin 
in 1965, and to be financed from the Parking Meter Fund. 


The Selectmen have given their wholehearted support to the Board of 
Health in its plan to control Winchester’s pigeon population. Due to the 
efforts of Boston and other urban communities to drive them out, Win- 
chester seems to have become the sanctuary for hosts of transient pigeons 
*many times in excess of the relatively few resident pigeons we had become 
used to in past years. The Board of Health’s plan is far more sophisticated 
than the frontal attacks mounted by the townspeople against the starlings 
during the Great Campaign of 1929, and we trust it will be more swiftly 
effective. We cannot possibly account for every pigeon, but hopefully those 
who escape will get the word and betake themselves further West. Al- 
though it is improbable to look forward to a'pigeon-less year, we can at 
least anticipate with confidence a pigeon-lesser 1965. 


Finally, this report would not be complete without our expression of 
thanks to the department heads and employees with whom we have worked 
during the year. The Selectmen and the Town are indeed fortunate in 
having people of high caliber and dedication working with us and in Win- 
chester’s behalf.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering Department 
for 1964. The activities of the department are summarized under the fol- 
lowing headings: 


Board of Assessors 

Assessors’ plans were revised to show annual changes in land owner- 
ship, new lots, new buildings and other information pertinent to assess- 
ments. 

An entire new set of composite Assessors’ plans was prepared under the 
supervision of the Engineering Department. 

One year indexing of Assessor’s abstracts was completed. 

Board of Selectmen 

Measurements of the upper portion of the Town Hall tower were taken 
periodically for the purpose of recording any movement in the walls. 

Surveys and plans of land in the following locations were made: 

a. Main Street — widening area at Lieberman property 

b. Dix Street Pondway — abandonment 

c. Horn Pond Brook Road — abandonment of portion 
Building Department 

Surveys for the determination of street lines were made when requested. 
Cemetery Department 

Plans showing lotting, restricted areas, etc., and corresponding surveys 
were made. 

The annual locations and plans of all interments were made for record 
purposes. 

Final cross sections were taken and quantities computed to determine 
the amount of final payment for construction of two roadways within the 
Cemetery. 

Collector of Taxes 

Descriptions of land and other data necessary in the preparation of 
certificates of dissolvement of tax liens were furnished to the Collector of 
Taxes; and information pertinent to lien certificates was provided as re- 
quested. 

Descriptions of parcels of land to be advertised for non-payment of 
taxes were prepared as requested. 

Fire Department 

A composite plan of the Town water supply and hydrant system was 
brought up to date. 

A composite plan of the Town showing the locations of fire alarm 
boxes was prepared as requested. 

A training program chart and a work schedule were prepared as re- 
quested. 
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Highway Department 

The construction program for curbing and granolithic sidewalks required 
considerable engineering services this year. 

Estimates, costs and assessments of streets, sidewalks and various high- 
way projects were submitted to the Board of Selectmen. 

Lines for street markings and parking lots were furnished as required. 

Plans and estimates for the 1965 program are being prepared. 

Engineering services were furnished by the Department for construc- 
tion of Taft Circle, Taft Drive, a portion of Bigelow Avenue and a portion 
of Pilgrim Drive. Construction of these streets was completed in 1964. 
Park Department 

Seasonal layouts for baseball, football, swimming, etc., were made as 
requested. 

Surveys to establish Park land boundaries were made when requested. 

Considerable time was spent in providing engineering services for a 
continuation of the construction of Shore Road Field. 

Permanent Building Committee 

A composite plan of the Town showing undeveloped areas containing 
a minimum of ten acres was prepared, to be used in selecting possible 
school building sites. 

A topographical survey was made, and a plan prepared of the Library 
lot, to be used in preparing plans for a proposed addition to the Library. 

A plan showing utilities in the area bounded by Ridge Street, High 
Street, Johnson Road and Pilgrim Drive was prepared, to be used in pre- 
paring preliminary plans of a secondary school building. 

Planning Board 

Plans and profiles of the following “ways”? were approved by the Plan- 
ning Board under the Subdivision Control Law: 

Fox Hunt Lane — a way from Hutchinson Road northerly about four 
hundred thirty-three (433) feet. 

Steep Rock Road — a way from the Arlington Town line northerly 
about two hundred seventy-two (272) feet to the Lexington Town line. 

Alpine Street — a way from Steep Rock Road easterly and northerly 
about two hundred sixty (260) feet. 

Valleywood Circle — a way from Johnson Road northerly about two 
hundred twenty-three (223) feet. 

Mayflower Road — an extension of a way from the existing approved 
portion southwesterly about nine hundred seventy (970) feet to Ridge 
Street. 

Plymouth Road — an extension of a way from the existing approved 
portion southwesterly about eight hundred thirty (830) feet to Mayflower 
Road. 

Considerable time was spent in examining the plans of these layouts. 

Information related to engineering requirements under the Subdivision 
Control Law was furnished frequently to private engineers and developers. 

Estimates of subdivision construction costs to be used in establishing 
the amounts of performance bonds were prepared when requested.

Sanitation 

Elevations were taken periodically at the incinerator and adjoining 
traveled way areas for the purpose of recording any building or soil set- 
tlement. 
School Department 

Surveys to establish school land boundaries were made as requested. 

Cross sections were taken and a plan prepared of the Lynch Junior 
High School play field, as requested. 
Water & Sewer Department 

Sewer assessments and assessment plans were prepared when requested. 

Water main locations and plans showing various installations are being 
made. 

The master sewer plan of the entire Town was brought up to date. 
Miscellaneous 

During the year various surveys were made and miscellaneous services 
provided for other departments and Town officers. 

Considerable time was spent in preparing plans of various proposed 
projects, for presentation at the annual Town Meeting. 

Engineering information was furnished to the general public, lawyers, 
engineers, public service companies and others.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen,

Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following annual report of Highway Depart- 
ment activities: 

NEW CONSTRUCTION 
Streets: 

Bigelow Avenue from, Johnson Road to Pilgrim Drive and Section I of 
Pilgrim Drive were accepted as public ways at the Annual Town Meeting. 
These streets had previously been constructed by the developer through the 
gravel stage including surface drainage. Construction consisted of installing 
granite curbing, adjusting existing structures to grade, and paving with 
bituminous concrete. 

Taft Drive and Taft Circle, accepted as public ways, had been complete- 
ly constructed by the developer. Additional granite curbing requested by 
the abutters was installed by the department. 

Under the Chapter 90 program, another section of Ridge Street from 
Johnson Road to Wincrest Drive was completely reconstructed including 
surface drainage, bituminous concrete curbing and macadam paving by The 
McDavitt Corporation.

Bids for resurfacing Church Street were taken in November and a con- 
tract for the work executed with Essex Bituminous Concrete Corporation. 


Surface Drainage: 
Seventy-one feet of concrete pipe and one manhole was constructed 
to connect Ridge Street outfall to existing drainage in Lockeland Road. 
One hundred seven feet of concrete pipe and one manhole were installed 
in one section of the Hollywood Road outfall, and an additional one hun- 
dred feet of concrete pipe and a manhole were constructed at the MDC 
Whitmore Brook area of the outfall line. 


An additional one manhole and one catch basin were installed in Wick- 
ham Road as requested by abutting owners to assist in the control of a 
surface runoff problem. 

in connection with Chapter 90 reconstruction on Ridge Street, eighteen 
hundred and two feet of concrete pipe with eight manholes and twelve 
catch basins were added to the drainage system. 

Twenty-one hundred and four feet of concrete pipe and forty-two 
manholes and catch basins were incorporated into the town system when 
the 1964 accepted ways were made public ways. 


Sidewalk and Curb: 

One thousand fifty-one square yards of concrete sidewalk, four thou- 
sand ninety-one feet of granite curb, two hundred sixty-two feet of con- 
crete curb and eight hundred fifty-seven feet of paving stone curbing were 
installed during the year. 

In addition, a bituminous concrete walk was constructed along the 
southerly side of Ridge Street from Johnson Road to Wincrest Drive. 


MAINTENANCE 


Streets: 

During the fall, Alben Street, Cliff Street, Herrick Street, Lawson Road, 
Myrtle Terrace, Sheffield Road, Sheffield West, Valley Road and Winthrop 
Street Extension were resurfaced by Warren Brothers Roads Company. 

In addition, Boston Edison Company’s contractor resurfaced Fletcher 
Street and a portion of Wildwood Street from Fletcher Street to Woodside 
Road after installing an underground conduit. While the conduit was in- 
stalled from Medford to Woburn, the remaining streets were patched only 
with bituminous concrete. 

Sidewalks: 

Approximately eighteen hundred square yards of concrete sidewalk 
were replaced, and an additional eight hundred ten square yards were re- 
paired with epoxy cement. 

Street Signs and Markings: 

One hundred sixty-six traffic and street signs were erected new or as 
replacements during the year. 

Approximately thirty miles of traffic lines were painted on the streets 
and public parking lots. 
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NEW EQUIPMENT 
A, new 10-ton bulldozer was purchased to replace a 1953 model. 
A 1949 air compressor was replaced by a new Worthington 125 unit. 
A new 4-ton truck replaced a similar 1954 unit, and a new 2-ton truck 
replaced a 1957 truck. 
SANITATION 
A contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
Stanley Roketenetz, Inc., of Woburn for $2,550.00 for the period August 1, 
1964 to July 31, 1965. 
Collections were made each fourth working day for dwellings and daily 
at stores and restaurants. 
The three year old incinerator continued to dispose of the town’s trash 
with extra tonnage requiring overtime burning in the Spring and Fall. 
SNOW and ICE 
Nine storms required plowing and removal work, and a total of eighteen 
storms involved salting operations.

The department at present consists of the Chief of Police, three Lieu- 
tenants, four Sergeants, twenty-seven permanent patrolmen including a 
Juvenile Officer and a Photographer & Fingerprint Expert, three vacancies, 
one full-time Secretary, one part-time clerk, and one part-time janitor. 
We have the services of five special police officers employed to cover routes 
of regular officers on vacation and sick leave. 


During 1964 we lost the valuable services of Acting Lieutenant John J. 
Dolan by retirement, and of Patrolman Douglas Martell, who resigned to 
accept a position in private industry. 


I wish to bring the attention of our citizens to the serious man-power 
shortage confronting our police department. For the past several years 
we have been unable to attract sufficient capable candidates for the police 
service in Winchester. During the past year we have been unable to fill 
three existing vacancies. To attract the right kind of candidates the sala- 
ries of police officers must be raised so that the position is made attractive 
enough to encourage young men with sufficient educational and physical 
ability to take the entrance examination. 


Juvenile Problem 


Officer William E. Nash continues to perform efficient work as Juvenile 
Officer. The creation of this position has resulted in a reduction of juvenile 
delinquency in our town. This is in contrast with other communities which 
have had an increase in juvenile problems. 


School Traffic Control 


Twenty school crossings throughout the town are covered by men and 
women school traffic officers, who continue to perform efficiently in the 
difficult task of protecting our school children. Many words of praise have 
been received by me regarding the excellent work of the school traffic per- 
sonnel. Several posts are covered by the regular officers in addition to the 
twenty mentioned above, and regular officers are used to replace school 
traffic officers absent on account of illness or other cause. 


Auxiliary Police Force 
This volunteer organization consists of a Chief, a Deputy Chief, a Cap- 
tain, three Sergeants, and 20 patrolmen, The Chief and Deputy Chief have 
police radios in their private automobiles. In case of emergency these cars 
are used for patrol duty, resulting in better communication and patrol. At

this time I wish publicly to thank Chief Frederic W. Wier and all the other 
members of the Auxiliary Police for their co-operation and unselfish per- 
formance of civic duties whenever called upon to assist the regular police 
in handling church traffic, prevention of automobile accidents on holiday 
weekends, Halloween patrol, and many other emergencies. 


Motor Vehicle Equipment 


The motor vehicle equipment consists of one 1960 Chevrolet Sedan due 
to be replaced in 1964, one 1962 Pontiac Sedan used by the Chief, two 1964 
Ford Station Wagons, and a 1962 Cadillac Ambulance. 


Traffic and Safety 

A selective traffic enforcement program has been in progress during 
the past year. This has resulted in a reduction of serious motor vehicle 
accidents. Many violators have been taken to court. Many have been re- 
ported to the Registrar of Motor Vehicles for suspension of licenses. Safety 
talks have been given in the various schools. As a result of a survey made 
by this department and the Registry of Motor Vehicles, the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works granted a permit for the town to erect traffic control 
lights at the intersection of Washington Street, Swanton Street and Park 
Avenue. The town decided not to do so at the Town Meeting. I am still 
of the opinion that a serious traffic hazard exists at this intersection and 
I recommend that steps be taken to have traffic lights installed at this loca- 
tion as soon as possible. A study of all traffic rules and regulations is being 
made for the purpose of bringing them up to date. 


Communications 
The radio equipment is in good condition and should last for several 
years. The department has 17 regular and 2 summer telephone call boxes 
around the town, all maintained by the Telephone Company and kept in 
good order. The department is a member of the Police Teletypewriter Net- 
work connecting approximately 1,000 locations from Maine to South Caro- 
lina. 


Police Station 

The offices occupied by the Chief and his Secretary were remodeled 
and enlarged this year by eliminating a corridor. More space was thus 
provided for office work and the keeping of records. In addition the in- 
terior of the station was repainted and some minor alterations made, giving 
the place a “new look”. 

Serious consideration should be given to the need of erecting an addi- 
tion to the police station. To reduce the cost, the addition could be made 
over the present police garage. The space is needed for juvenile detention 
quarters. For about ten years the State Division of Youth Service has 
stated that our facilities for detaining juvenile offenders are “undesirable” 
and has given only “conditional approval’. The time is approaching when 
even “conditional approval” will be withdrawn, and we will be placed in an 
awkward situation as regards our juvenile program. 
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Service 


I wish to extend my sincere thanks to the members of the Board of 
Selectmen for their interest, co-operation and assistance in all matters 
pertaining to the police department, and to the members of the Finance 
Committee for their aid in resolving budgetary problems. I appreciate the 
co-operation received from other town departments. 


Also, I wish to thank Judge Cullen and the other personnel of the 
Woburn District Court for the courtesies shown me and my officers during 
the past year. 


In conclusion, my personal thanks to the Lieutenants, Sergeants, and 
all the members of the police department, including the secretary and 
part-time clerk, for the loyal and efficient manner in which they have per- 
formed their duties.

The Department consists of the Chief, Four Captains, Four Lieutenants, 
Two Fire Alarm Men, One Mechanic, One Clerk, Thirty Fire Fighters and 
Four Call Men. 
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Presently we do not meet the minimum manpower requirements on first 
alarm response as recommended by the National Board of Underwriters and 
the National Fire Protection Association. 


I recommend that action be taken as soon as possible to remedy this 
situation. 


Apparatus 


With the purchase of the new Fire Alarm Truck this year, our equip- 
ment is in good condition with the exception of Engine Two. This Engine 
was purchased in 1935 and it is considered obsolete by the Insurance Under- 
writers Rating Bureau. It is almost impossible to procure replacement parts. 
I recommend that it be replaced next year. The Chief’s car which was pur- 
chased in 1961 should be replaced this year. 


Fire Alarm 


The Fire Alarm Boxes and Circuits have been tested every month. 
15,950 feet of wire has been strung — 7,250 feet of new line and 8,700 feet 
to replace old wire. 200 feet of underground cable replaced. Four new 
fire alarm boxes were added to our system. This required 1,040 on duty 
hours and 66 hours of off duty time. 


This year we eliminated the old batteries and rectifiers in the Fire 
Alarm Room and replaced them with a Floating Rectifier-charger and 
transistorized rectifiers. This is the initial step in replacing our Fire Alarm 
System that was installed in 1914. The Circuit and Repeater should be 
replaced this year. This board was also installed in 1914 and at a point 
where circuits cannot be added. About one half of our fire alarm boxes 
are out-dated and should be replaced. I plan on starting a replacement 
program in 1965. 


This past year, we have tied in our Fire Alarm System with the Town 
of Stoneham for Mutual Aid. This is in addition to our Mutual aid set- 
up with the Town of Arlington and the City of Woburn. 


Building 
Basically our building is in. good condition, this year the recreation 
room was painted and new light fixtures were installed. A new two shower 
stall was installed in the bathroom. This room was also painted and new 
light fixtures installed. 


The Chief’s Office, Fire Prevention and Drill Masters Office is very in- 
adequate. These conditions will be taken care of if the recommendations 
of the Fire Station Building Committee are accepted. 


Painting of the first floor and second floor areas have been deferred 
the past two years pending the report of the Committee. 


The Watch desk area on the apparatus floor, however, represents a 
most inadequate condition. This condition will also be remedied by the 
recommendations of the Committee. 
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West Side Station 
With the building of a new Church and Rectory and the possibility of 
a new School, plus the continuous addition of new homes, once again I 
strongly urge the construction of this Station as soon as possible. 


Drill Master 

Our formal training program under the direction of Captain Peter L. 
Galuffo has been in effect the first full year. 151 hours were spent on the 
training grounds and 237 hours were spent in the class room for a total of 
338 hours. 

In January Captain Galuffo attended the Eastern Training Center 
for Civilian Defense Training in Radiological Monitoring at Brooklyn, N. Y. 
and graduated as a Radiological Monitoring Instructor. A special eight hour 
Radiological course was conducted in November and eighteen trainees com- 
pleted the course becoming Radiological Monitors. In this class were repre- 
sentatives of the Fire Department, Auxiliary Fire Department and Aux- 
iliary Police Department. This gives the Town its first Radiological capa- 
bilities. 

Captain Galuffo attended monthly meetings of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Fire Department Instructors. He also attended a three day 
seminar at Barnstable, Mass. At these meetings new ideas and methods 
are discussed. This year we added our Call Force to our training program 
in conjunction to our Auxiliary Fire Department, one and a half hours a 
week for six weeks. ; 

The new Fire Fighters were given thirteen and a half hours of special 
training. In addition, three of these men were sent to the Brookline Fire 
Department Drill School for three weeks. Four others were sent to the 
Boston Fire Department Drill School for four weeks. 

The following films were shown for training purposes; Ladders; Atom- 
ic Weapons and Fire; Hose; Fire Fighting in the Nuclear Age; Hose laying 
with Triple Combination Companies; Structure Fires; Ventilation; Emer- 
gency Control of Natural Gases; Getting the most out of Water; Fighting 
Tank Fires; St. Mary’s School fire in Chicago; Design for Disaster Bell-Air 
fire in Los Angeles; Analysis of a Bulk Plant fire in Kansas City; Beggs and 
Cobb Tannery fire and Rescue Breathing. Films play a very important 
part in our training program. 


Fire Prevention 

Fire Prevention Officer Captain Michael M. Connolly has directed the 
following activities. 

A year round In-service inspection program has been conducted by 
duty personnel using radio equipped apparatus whenever possible. Apart- 
ment houses, Stores, Churches, and Public Buildings were inspected at least 
twice (many were inspected five or six times). The Hospital and Home for 
the Aged were inspected every three months. All defects and hazards found 
were followed up with the appropriate action taken against persons respon- 
sible. 
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Fire Drills were conducted in all Schools, both Public and Private. 


During Fire Prevention Week, demonstrations of fire apparatus were 
given at all elementary schools. Lectures were given and movies on Fire 
Prevention shown to all fourth, fifth and sixth grade pupils. A home fire 
inspection program by the students was carried out. During that week a 
store window was set up in the center to focus attention on Fire Preven- 
tion. 


By a continuing year around fire prevention program, it is hoped that 
fire hazards can be eliminated and as a result, losses to property and in- 
juries from fires can be kept to a minimum.

Invalid Stickers: Captain Ernest A. Howard is in charge of this pro- 
gram. At the present time there are thirty-nine Invalid Stickers installed 
in homes. Nine installed during 1964 and four removed. 


Auxiliary Fire Department 

In the past year the Auxiliary Fire Department has spent 278.5 man 
hours on stand-by time while the Permanent Department was working at 
fires. 907.5 man hours working at fires and 2533 man hours working on 
the construction and up keep of their equipment, renovating their Station, 
shovelling snow from around hydrants. For this unselfish devotion to 
duty, I want to say “Thanks” to Auxiliary Chief Bruce Hamilton and his 
Department. 


In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation to the residents and 
business men of the Town for their cooperation in our Fire Prevention 
Program; to the Permanent Fire Fighters; Officers and Call Men for their 
cooperation; to Civilian Defense John Blanchard Director and Assistant 
Sherman Russell; to our Chaplains Reverend Francis X. Turke and Reve- 
rend H. Newton Clay and to all Town Departments.

During the Spring and Fall of 1964, one hundred eighty-two trees were 
planted as public shade trees. There were eighty-five Lindens, forty-one 
Pin Oaks, forty-two Locusts and fourteen Japanese Cherry trees purchased 
and set out. 

The loss of Maples along the main streets, principally, continued to be 
of great concern to the department. This loss amounted to sixty-eight 
Maple trees. While the loss of some of these Maples appeared to be from 
canker disease, the large majority apparently died from the continued lack 
of water. The Massachusetts Shade Tree Laboratory is continuing its study 
of Maple losses in the Commonwealth. 

The Dutch Elm disease caused the loss of thirty-five Elms in Winches- 
ter. Two were public shade trees; and thirty-three were located on private 
property. Approximately two-thirds of the diseased Elms have been re- 
moved and disposed of. The remainder will be taken down prior to April 
1, 1965. 

Spraying service was furnished to property owners as requested. This 
spraying program was provided by Cedar Lawn Tree Service, the low bidder. 
Charges in the amount of $1,852.20 were. committed to the Town Collector. 
In addition, the department sprayed public Elm trees and other species 
along public ways. 

During the winter months, the department furnished men and equip- 
ment for the snow and ice program.

A constant check was made on un-licensed dogs, there are now 1,550 
licensed dogs, which represents a steady increase of 50 dogs per year. 

Because of the increasing number, dog packs were again a problem 
this year, especially around the Elementary Schools and near the Centre. 

Motor travel this year amounted to 1,482 miles.

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REPORT OF WORKMAN’S COMPENSATION 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the Workman’s Compensa- 
tion Department for the year 1964. 

There were five permanently disabled cases receiving weekly compensa- 
tion payments as of January 1, 1964. During the year one (1) employee 
recovered sufficiently to return to work; another permanent case was added 
to this group during the year; another employee died after receiving com- 
pensation since 1952. We expect to complete the year with five cases. The 
six cases in this category have received compensation amounting to $6,890.08 
and medical services amounting to $235.15. 

Eleven (11) employees received injuries of a temporary nature but lost 
360 work days in 1964, These eleven employees and their dependents re- 
ceived compensation payments totalling $4,474.49 and medical services at a 
cost of $598.90 and hospital services at a cost of $1,886.20 during the year. 

Forty eight (48) employees reported injuries requiring medical services 
and out-patient services at the Winchester Hospital but no loss of work. 
Medical costs for this group amounted to $698.78 and hospital treatments 
amounted to $146.40. Seventeen employees reported minor accidents which 
did not require any medical care. 

Kighty-nine (89) applications for work in the various departments, were 
processed and physical examinations were arranged for all of them. Mr. 
Niblock, the principal at the High School, once again, very graciously per- 
mitted the Agent to use the Nurses Room in the High School on Saturday, 
June 13 and Saturday, June 20, 1964, for group physical examinations. 
Doctor Fontneau very kindly gave up a good portion of both Saturday after- 
noons. On June 13th he examined 27 applicants, and on June 20th, he 
examined 37 applicants. This method of conducting physical examinations 
is done at considerable saving to the Town. 

The Compensation Agent wishes to take this opportunity to express 
his sincere appreciation to Doctor Fontneau, to Mr. Niblock and to the de- 
partment heads for their kindness and their cooperation without which, 
what was accomplished would have been impossible.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Winchester for the period from April 1, 1962, 
the date of the previous examination, to May 31, 1964, the following report 
being submitted thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills 
for collection, were examined and checked with the books of the town 
comptroller and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town comptroller were examined. The 
general and appropriation ledger accounts were analyzed. The receipts 
as recorded were checked with the treasurer’s record of receipts, the pay- 
ments were compared with the treasury warrants approved by the board 
of selectmen, and the appropriation accounts were checked with the appro- 
priations, transfers, and loan authorizations voted by the town as listed 
from the town clerk’s records of town meetings. A balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the 
town on May 31, 1964. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the records of 
the several departments collecting money for the town and with other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, while the 
payments were checked with the warrants of the selectmen authorizing 
the disbursement of town funds. The cash balance on May 31, 1964 was 
proved by reconciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished 
by the banks of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the cffice. 

The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were proved 
by comparison with the amounts falling due and checked with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. The coupons outstanding on May 31, 1964 
were listed and reconciled with the amounts on deposit for their payment 
as shown by statements furnished by the depositories. 

The securities and savings bank books representing the investments of 
the trust, investment, and retirement funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer were examined and listed. The income was proved, and all 
transactions and balances were verified and checked with the books of the 
town comptroller, and, in the case of the retirement funds, with the books 
of the retirement board. The cash balance in the retirement fund was 
proved by reconciling the bank balance with a statement furnished by the 
bank of deposit. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined. The amounts 
transferred to the tax title account were compared with the collector’s 
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records and the comptroller’s books, the reported redemptions were checked 
with the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles on hand were listed, proved, 
and checked with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and State 
taxes and group insurance were examined. The payments to the proper 
agencies were verified and the balances on hand on May 31, 1964 were 
reconciled with the town comptroller’s ledger controls. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked. The taxes, excise, and assessments outstanding at the time of the 
previous audit, as well as all subsequent commitments, were audited and 
reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The recorded collections and 
abatements were checked, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the comptroller’s 
ledger. 


The commitments of departmental and water accounts were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were checked with the payments to 
the treasurer, the abatements as recorded were compared with the records 
of the departments authorized to grant them, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved with the comptroller’s ledger controls. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, assessment, departmental, 
and water accounts wag obtained by mailing notices to a number of per- 
sons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, the 
replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of apportioned assessments were examined and checked. 
The payments in advance, as recorded, were checked with the treasurer’s 
cash book, the amounts apportioned, added to taxes, and suspended were 
verified, and the assessments due in future years were listed and reconciled 
with the compiroller’s ledger. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined. The collections 
on account of dog and sporting licenses issued and from marriage inten- 
tions, recording fees, and miscellaneous charges were verified and compared 
with the payments to the town treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries 
and Game. The cash book was added throughout, and the cash balance 
on May 31, 1964 was verified by reconciliation of the bank balance with a 
statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 

The surety bonds filed by the several town officials for the faithful 
performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The records of the guarantee deposits required by the several depart- 
ments for special services were examined and checked. The deposits were 
compared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, the refunds to depositors 
and the transfers to the town for the cost of work done were verified, and 
the deposits on hand on May 31, 1964 were listed and reconciled with the 
comptroller’s ledger. 

The available records of departmental cash collections by the board of 
selectmen, and the sealer of weights and measures, as well as by the police, 
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health, school, library, and cemetery departments, and by all other depart- 
ments in which money was collected for the town, were examined and 
checked. The recorded collections were compared with the payments to 
the treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s and the comptroller’s records, 
and the cash on hand in the several departments, including petty cash 
advances, was proved by actual count. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and the town clerk’s cash ac- 
counts, summaries of the tax, assessment, tax title, departmental, and 
water accounts, together with schedules showing the condition and trans- 
actions of the trust, investment, and retirement funds. 

For the cooperation extended by all town officials during the progress 
of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to express 
appreciation.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


The Winchester Conservation Commission was established this year 
as a result of the vote of the Town Meeting. It has met a number of times 
throughout the year; first, to decide what courses of action to follow for 
the maximum benefit to the town; and second, to determine how to im- 
plement these decisions. 

Winchester, for the most part, is a well-planned town. It has good 
parks, playgrounds, and attractive bodies of water. It was decided that 
we could add little in these catagories. A lot could be done, however, in 
attempting to preserve open spaces — areas as yet undeveloped — areas 
where birds can nest and where children might explore and learn about 
nature. 

Winchester is a relatively old town, near Boston, and is quite densely 
populated. It is small in area compared to most towns. There are, con- 
sequently, very few areas in town which are still in their natural state. 
Many of these could be developed into desirable house lots, which would 
make their acquisition very expensive. We have, therefore, looked for mar- 
ginal areas which could be obtained and saved for this and future SEES 
tions of residents of Winchester. 


We have approached the owners of two such areas. In one case, the 
owner is already doing all he could to preserve the natural state, and sees 
no reasons to convey ownership to the town. He assures us that, when he 
finally sells his land, he will give serious consideration to our desires. 

In the other case, the owners are not in a position to give the land, but 
would consider selling it at a reasonable price. We are pursuing this fur- 
ther, and hope to have a definite proposal for the Town Meeting. 

Throughout our discussions, it was apparent that hard work on our 
part, and goodwill on the part of others, is not going to accomplish very 
much. Outright gifts of land for conservation are going to be very rare. 
We cannot take any land against the owner’s will; therefore, buying lands 
is the only course open to us. The money for such purchases must, for the 
most part, be appropriated by the Town Meeting. We hope some may 
come as gifts from public spirited citizens with the vision to see how val- 
uable these lands may be in decades to come. This future value to the 
town of areas where people can enjoy unspoiled nature, is the only argu- 
ment we can present for asking for money from the town at a time when 
all expenses are high. We feel the need ta do so, however, for it is now 
or never if we wish to have these lands for the future. 


We trust that the town, which established a Conservation Cotantaseet 
by unanimous vote, believes in the principles we are following enough to 
bear the modest cost of our program through the years.

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Report of the Temporary Committee for 
an Addition to the Central Fire Station 


The temporary committee for an addition to the central fire station, 
hereinafter, to be referred to as the Committee, was created by a vote of 
the 1964 Annual Town Meeting on approving Article 43. 


Voted: That the Town hereby delegates to its permanent Building 
Committee the duty of making a study of and procure plans and estimates 
for an addition to the Central Fire Station on Mt. Vernon Street. The 
Committee is authorized to employ an architect and other professional 
services and to secure necessary plans, drawings, specifications, and es- 
timates for same. The sum of $2,000. is appropriated for the purposes afore- 
said and the expenses of the committee. It shall prepare and file its report 
in season for consideration at a subsequent town meeting. In addition to 
the Permanent Building Committee there shall be appointed by the Mod- 
erator five temporary additional members of the Building Committee. 


This article was the outcome of work done in 1963-64 by a predecessor 
group, the Fire Department Study Committee, and in particular of Recom- 
mendation B of the final report of that committee: 


“That the town proceed in the very near future to provide a building 
addition to the present fire station to house modern alarm and desk watch 
facilities and provide adequate space for vital records and gear storage and 
for suitable office space...”. 


After an organizational meeting on June 4, 1964 with the Permanent 
Building Committee, the Sub-Committee, working closely with Fire Chief 
Amico and the Board of Selectmen, proceeded to study the requirements 
for an addition to the Central Fire Station. This study revealed that no 
building addition will be needed, provided that: 

1. The present alarm system, functionally obsolete, inadequate in 

capacity, and costly to maintain is replaced by modern equipment. 

2. The space thus freed is renovated in accordance with plans devel- 

oped by the Sub-Committee. 


All of the foregoing can be accomplished for considerably less expense 
than previous estimates for a building addition, and should meet the oper- 
ational requirements of the Fire Department for many years. 


A complete municipal fire alarm signal system must fulfill two basic 
functions: first, that of receiving alarms from the public through street 
fire alarm boxes and/or over commercial telephones or radio telephone 
communications; second, that of transmitting the alarm to those fire com- 
panies which shall respond to the emergency (including mutual aid towns), 
and to alert other interested parties and organizations such as the police 
and water departments. 


The proposed modern fire alarm signal system for the Town will comply 
with the National Fire Protection Association’s “Standards for the Installa- 
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tion, Maintenance, and the Use of Municipal Fire Alarm Systems” as speci- 
fied in NFPA No. 73, and will also include or satisfy the following: 

1. A Watch Room with Central Office Control Switch Board and aux- 
iliary units to function as the nerve center of the fire alarm system. 

2. Provision for a mutual aid signal system to the five neighboring 
communities of Arlington, Lexington, Woburn, Stoneham, and Medford. 
(Medford and Lexington are now excluded due to limited circuit capacity.) 

3. Provision for telephone communication between the mutual aid 
towns over the interconnecting alarm wires. 

4. Provision for two-way radio telephone communications between the 
“watch-room” and the mobile fire apparatus. 

5. Provision for sounding the town fire alarm horn automatically. 

6. Provision for local traffic light control at appropriate street inter- 
sections as the fire apparatus leaves the station. 

7. Provision for potential expansion of the system to allow for town 
growth and need for an increase in number of alarm signal circuits, in- 
cluding future sub-stations. 


In regard to renovations, the Sub-Committee recommends the following: 
1. Apparatus Floor 
a. Modify present watch room to accommodate the new signal system. 
b. Remove existing wall radiators and replace them with overhead 
unit heaters, thereby, creating space for action-gear storage lockers. 
c. Improve utilization of service area by effecting minor structural 
modifications. 
2. Second Floor 
a. Remodel office areas. 
b. Replace present open two-wire system with modern electrical light- 
ing circuits. 
c. Provide class room space by remodeling area occupied by old alarm 
system equipment. 
d. Improve housekeeping efficiency by renovation to allow utilization 
of space presently wasted. 


Plan D, as Revised October 20, 1964, and presented to the Permanent 
Building Committee on November 9, 1964 shows details of the above recom- 
mendations. 


The Sub-Committee will have bid data available for the Permanent 
Building Committee’s use in conjunction with preparation of warrant arti- 
cles and other business as may be pertinent to present to the 1965 Annual 
Town Meeting.

COMMITTEE REPORTS 141 


Report of Methods and 


Procedures Committee 


During the past year, the efforts of the Methods and Procedures Com- 
mittee have been directed toward implementing the Sinclair Report of 1961 
and investigation of changes which have subsequently developed. 

The principal areas studied were five: 

Clerical work by the General Services Department. 

The accounting systems of all Town departments. 

The accounting machine requirements of each department. 
Reproduction methods and equipment. 

Paper forms requiremenis. 


Soe Soo 


General Services Department 


The General Services Department has added part-time work of two 
Town boards during 1964 — in January, the Retirement Board and in 
August the Cemetery Commissioners. The transfers of work eased the work 
loads of these departments and made it unnecessary to replace a retiring 
part-time employee. 

Further economies in other departmental payrolls can be realized by 
greater utilization of the General Services Department. 


Accounting Machines and Systems 


A reexamination of the various accounting procedures used by the 
Town departments was necessary to determine what consolidations could 
be made and what accounting machinery would be required to process the 
work most economically. 


Much of this investigation was carried on by representatives of various 
business machine manufacturers since the Committee had no appropria- 
tion and found it necessary, like the members of other Town, committees, 
with or without appropriations, to spend most of their time, during Town 
business hours, at their chosen vocations. 


On the basis of these reports and our investigations, the Committee 
feels that with the proper equipment and personnel the General Services 
Department should assume additional accounting functions from other 
Town departments. The efficiency and public relations activities of any 
department should not, in any case, be adversely affected. 


Reproduction Methods, Equipment and Forms 


A survey of the paper forms and printed matter now in use by the 
various departments of the Town indicates that serious consideration 
should be given to the establishment of a “Duplication Center” as part of 
the General Services Department. 
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The purchase of small quantities of single forms is expensive and ob- 
solescence endangers the savings when too great a quantity is ordered. 
Better quality documents can be produced at lower cost by a trained oper- 
ator at a central location than by part-time operators at several locations. 
An estimated annual saving of 35% in the cost of forms can be made by 
the establishment of such a “center”. 


Conclusion 


The Committee expresses its appreciation for the cooperation extended 
by the several Town departments and boards to it and the several repre- 
sentatives who have submitted proposals to the Committee. 

No appropriation of money is requested at this time.

Clean-up work on the Beggs & Cobb site, approximately 11-12 acres, 
was started late in the year and it is expected that building will commence 
early in 1965. 


There is very little industrial land offered “For Sale” in Winchester. 
The principal parcel, about 6 acres, is situated in the northeast section of 
town adjoining Woburn land. 


Your Commission is operating on a stand-by basis to assist whenever 
possible. 


No monies were expended in the year 1964 — no bills are outstanding 
and there is a credit balance of $931.15 in, the account. 


The Commission thanks Mrs. Marion Beranger of the Selectmen’s Of- 
fice for her assistance.

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Report of the Recreation Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The Recreation Committee, established by vote of the Town meeting in 
1961, has been simultaneously operating a trial program and studying the 
need for recreation in the community. This trial program is now in its third 
year and it appears that it is a continuing success. Much time consuming 
effort is required and toward this end, recreation as an entity in Winchester 
will very soon need full time personnel to manage a comprehensive pro- 
gram. 

The committee provides space, through the cooperation of the School 
Administration, and: game equipment purchased with Town funds. Cur- 
rently, the gymnasium at McCall Junior High is open every Saturday eve- 
ning for high school students residing in Winchester. We are feeling the 
lack of suitable space at McCall, and if the program continues to grow 
as it has, other more suitable facilities will be necessary in the very near 
future. 

It is significant that there has been a steady growth since the beginning 
of this program three years ago. During the 1962-63 season the average 
attendance was 173 for 28 nights. This attendance came from a total mem- 
bership of 699 and was composed of 39 percent sophomores, 33 percent 
juniors and 28 percent seniors. In 1963-64 the average attendance was 217 
for 34 nights. This attendance came from a total membership of 869 and 
was composed of 37 percent sophomores, 32 percent juniors and 31 percent 
seniors. This represents a growth in attendance of 25 percent in one year. 
The records for the 1964-65 season, to date (Dec. 14) show an average at- 
tenance of 253 for 11 nights. This attendance comes from a total mem- 
bership to date of 765 and is composed of 38 percent sophomores, 31 percent 
juniors and 31 percent seniors. This represents a growth in attendance 
of 17 percent over the 1963-64 season and of 46 percent over the 1962-63 
season. (our initial year). 

Our operation, known as the “REC” is designed to provide a place for 
the students to congregate regularly on Saturday evenings. We also try 
to operate on Friday evenings after home basketball games and two evenings 
during school vacation periods, Background and dance music is provided 
as well as basketballs, ping pong tables, bridge tables, cards, chess sets, etc. 
Our intention is to provide one or two trial dances this’ season as well as 
tournaments with trophies to be awarded. If successful, these will be added 
to any future program. 

If this year develops as it appears to be doing, it would be desirable to 
consider establishing a limited program for junior high students and also 
some form of program. for post high school youths. These programs should 
start just as the present one developed; i.e. experiment and if successful, 
incorporate it into a permanent recreation program. 
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The major interest of this committee, as stated in its first annual report, 
is “to develop a long range plan which will benefit the Town for many 
years as opposed to any stop gap plan —. Our intention is to act as a plan- 
ning and policy group to construct the foundation upon which a future 
group may build’. In line with this thought the committee is currently 
studying the desirability of a recreation complex which might be constructed 
over a period of years. The selection of facilities, site location and methods 
of financing (public and private) are being considered. We also are study- 
ing the methods by which such a future program would best be adminis- 
tered and operated. We have contacted the secondary school sub-commit- 
tee of the Permanent Building Committee in an effort to have our ideas 
relative to recreational aspects and multiple use of any new school build- 
ings incorporated in the thinking that goes into the design of these facil- 
ities. We also intend to keep the Planning Board abreast of our thoughts 
as regards site selection so that the Town’s Master Plan will be kept up to 
date from this angle relative to land use. 


The annual Town meeting in 1964 granted our request and approved 
the enlargement of the committee from seven members to nine. Our mod- 
erator gracefully respected our wishes and appointed two women to the 
committee. This we felt was highly desirable as we needed a feminine ap- 
proach in order to keep abreast of the needs and wishes of the girls involved 
in Town recreation. . 


Many thanks are due our part-time director (William Shinney) and 
his two assistants (Alan McDougall and Ann Neville). Also, we thank our 
former secretary (Margaret Smith) who resigned during the year for her 
many and valued contributions and efforts in behalf of the committee.

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Report of Personnel Board 


Foreword 

1. The length of this Report will be greater than normally would be 
the case due to the operations of a Job Evaluation and Salary Survey being 
superimposed on the customary activities and functions of the Board. It 
appears rather desirable to incorporate in this Report such basic and essen- 
tial facts as will serve to present a comprehensive summary or record of 
the various facets of personnel operations and procedures. Conversely, in 
the interests of economy, informational data and related material which 
could appropriately be included will thus be omitted. 

Organization 

2. The Board is comprised of five members: Robert A. Sands, who 
is the Chairman, and John J. Barry, Michael M. Connolly, David F. Choate, 
Jr. and Miles R. Weaver, the latter two members being new appointees. 

An unavoidable delay was encountered in selecting an Executive Secre- 
tary to fill the vacancy in that position, created by the death of Albert S. 
Crockett, the newspaper advertisements and personal interviews accorded 
numerous applicants being a time-consuming process. During this period, 
Michael M. Connolly, a Board member, performed these duties on a vol- 
untary basis in a most satisfactory manner for which the Board now takes 
occasion to publicly express its appreciation. 

Attorney Daniel J. Doherty was chosen from the applicants interviewed 
to serve as Executive Secretary beginning May 1, 1964 on a contractual basis. 
Job Reclassifications and Recommendations 

3. Seasonably prior to the 1964 Town Meeting, the Board made a com- 
parative study and investigation of existing rates of salary in the area of 
supervisory personnel. Thus it was learned that in general, these rates 
had fallen below the 1963 median position of the comparable towns selected 
for that purpose. Approximately one hundred jobs were involved in this 
extensive evaluation and reclassification process. Available data strongly 
indicated that a careful study should be made of all jobs in the Town, some 
370 in number, with a view to correcting any inequities found. It was de- 
termined that this comprehensive undertaking, involving as it would, a 
thorough audit of the entire job structure, could best be done by an inde- 
pendent municipal personnel firm. It was also the judgment of the Board, 
one member dissenting, that no general increase in salary rates would be 
recommended under the existing circumstances. The following recommend- 
ations were made to the 1964 Town Meeting, pursuant to the judgments 
reached by the Board: (a) Selective Wage Adjustments in the Supervisory 
Personnel, inclusive of the personnel of the Protective Departments, and 
other personnel, as shown in the Board Report dated Feb. 28, 1964; (b) No 
general increase; and (c) An appropriation of $5,000. for general survey 
purposes. 

Town Meeting Action 

4. The recommended Selective Wage Adjustments amounting to ap- 

proximately $11,600. annually were favorably acted upon as was the recom-

mendation for an appropriation of $5,000. A general 3% increase in salary 
rates was voted and this increase was made applicable to the rates estab- 
lished by the favorable action taken on the Selective Wage Adjustments 
recommendation. 


Contract for Job Evaluation and Salary Survey 

5. Pursuant to the authorization given the Board under the provisions 
of Article 4, as per Town Meeting vote, to expend the sum of $5,000. “for 
the purpose of providing for a comprehensive survey and review of current 
job classifications and salary ranges for positions under Personnel Board 
jurisdiction”, the Board entered into an appropriate contract with Charles 
M. Evans & Associates, 73 Tremont Street, Boston, Mass, on April 22, 1964. 
(Hereinafter referred to as The Consultant). 

The Contract with The Consultant is lengthy with the reciprocal duties 
and obligations thereunder specifically outlined and defined. For the pur- 
pose of this Report, the services to be performed by The Consultant may 
be summarized as follows: ; 

(a) To determine the job contents of positions in the Town Service 
which are subject to its “Standard Rates of Salary” and such other posi- 
tions as may be designated. 

(b) To define the duties and specify the requirements of each class 
of position. 

(c) To review existing class specifications and position descriptions 
and to revise as needed and prepare new ones for those lacking. 

(d) To recommend an overall Salary and Wage Structure utilizing 
the traditional formulae, allocate positions to classes, group classes into 
compensation grades, measure the relative value of each position and es- 
timate the adoption cost of the proposed Salary-Wage Structure. 

(e) To review the “Personnel Policy Guide” and revise as necessary to 
incorporate conditions of employment and fringe benefits. 


Job-Position Formulae for Evaluation 


6. The Board classifies and rates each job according to the Harriman 
Plan for Rating Municipal Employees. This plan recognizes twelve charac- 
teristics of the job which are given rated values. 

These characteristics include: experience cr previous training, educa- 
tion or knowledge, initiative or resourcefulness, analytical ability, respon- 
sibility for assets, responsibility for work, public relations, safety of others, 
physical effort, mental-visual demand, surroundings and personal safety. 
In addition, there are skill characteristics and levels that can be used if 
needed to more closely define the job. 

Each characteristic is assigned a weighted value according to a certain 
number of points. For example, among these characteristics, the first four 
listed above account for a total weighted value of 55 per cent under the 
general category of skill for the total job rating; the next four amount 
ta 25 per cent as ability; the following two for 10 per cent as effort; and 
the last two for 10 per cent as job conditions. 

After each job has been assigned a total point value, the job is then 
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plotted on a graph. This graph then gives a hierarchy of all the Town 
jobs from the ones assigned the lowest values to those assigned the highest 
values. From the graph, benchmarks are selected and compared to equiv- 
alent job-rated positions in other selected towns to determine Winchester’s 
middle position, and the other jobs then fall into the internal scale that is 
used. 

Survey Schedule and Procedure 

7. Procedurally, the Survey has followed a schedule which may be 
briefly described by “Steps” as follows: 

(a) Apr. 22 - May 8 — Newspaper publicity, distribution, of bulletins, 
and Informational Meetings with Dept. Heads, Boards, and em- 
ployee groups (Clerical, Cafeteria, Labor and Protective person- 

. nel). 

(b) May 13 - Aug. 10 — Distribution of questionnaires for the pur- 
pose of preparing and submitting approved job descriptions, per- 
sonal interviews with the Consultant, Consultant’s field work, Oral 
Report (by Chairman) to the Board of Selectmen. 

(c) Aug. 11 - Oct. 23 — Distribution of Consultant’s Memo. to Dept. 
Heads re completion of personal interviews and related field work, 
Consultant’s preparation of Specifications and Allocation of Posi- 
tions to Classes (Preliminary Reports Specifications prepared as 
of 9/14 and 9/28 — Allocation, of Positions Roster 9/16), Submis- 
sion of Specifications to Dept. Heads, Boards, for review, revision 
and return. 

(d) Oct. 24 - Nov. 16 — Revision of Specifications (as needed) by Con- 
sultant, Board review of position titles proposed by Consultant, 
Consultant’s points-value schedule (101 jobs-positions classifica- 
tions), Tabulation of points-dollars values (Harriman Plan) Win- 
chester jobs-positions (Years 1962-63-64) by Personnel Board. 

(e) Nov. 17 - * — Continuation of Board review of proposed job titles, 
Consultant’s Statement (News release) re Status of Survey (for 
publication), Revised roster Allocation of Positions to Classes, 
dated Nov. 23, 1964. 

*Survey operating schedule to continue as per Contract provisions 
and Board Report to the 1965 Town Meeting. 

During the course of the Survey to the date of this Report (Dec. 14, 
1964), periodic meetings and discussions have been held with the Consul- 
tant, comparative data has been compiled and analyzed, a new comparative 
18-town grouping has been approved, progress reports have been received 
from and discussed with the Consultant and, through its Executive Secre- 
tary, the Board has maintained day-to-day liaison with the Consultant. 


General Board Functions 
8. Although matters arising from the Survey engaged the major atten- 
tion and services of the Board, its normal functions were carried out with 
dispatch. Affiliation with the Massachusetts Municipal Personnel Boards 
Association, Inc., was continued and developed. Information and assist- 
ance were given to other municipal personnel boards both within and out- 
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side the Commonwealth. The salary status of new employees was deter- 
mined, including the rate of compensation for appoirtees as Custodians of 
Voting Machines. Grievance matters were heard and resolved. Provisions 
of the Policy Guide were interpreted and clarified. Liaison with Town De- 
partments, Boards and Committees was maintained in a satisfactory man- 
ner. The overall volume of correspondence, appreciably greater than 
normal, was promptly disposed of. 


Conclusion 


9. The Board views its work as a vital public service and a matter of 
primary importance to all concerned. As in all undertakings in which vol- 
untary cooperation is an essential and controlling factor, efficient admin- 
istration can only be achieved when there is complete observation of and 
compliance with the provisions of the Personnel Policy Guide. There must 
not be exceptions designed to accommodate a few. The alternative to the 
present voluntary system, is the rigid and restrictive rule of by-law opera- 
tion and control. 

Fair compensation, good working conditions, equitable treatment and 
readily available means for airing and resolving grievances underlie and 
are essential for effective work performance and efficient service, end prod- 
ucts the Town has a right to expect. There is a fair and equitable balance 
point for the mutual interest of both the employees and the Town. To 
these standards and principles, the Personnel Board wholeheartedly sub- 
scribes. 

The members of the Board take this means to express to Department 
Heads, other Boards and Committees, their appreciation for the coopera- 
tion given in matters affecting personnel administration and policy.

Report of the Planning Board 


The Planning Board herewith presents its fiftieth annual report. 


The Board proposed to the March 1964 Town Meeting a zoning change 
_ creating an apartment house district, which the Meeting rejected. ‘The 
Board believes the establishment of such a zone would be in the public 
interest, and plans to repeat its proposal at an early Meeting with the 
addition of such controls as it believes will eliminate the objections raised 
in 1964. 

More of our time and effort than for several years was spent in 1964 
on the administration of the subdivision control law. Since 1953 when this 
law first went into operation, the Board has approved twenty-three (23) 
subdivisions that provide 7.30 miles of roadways and 599 building lots, of 
which 516 lots have become eligible for sale in accordance with our regula- 
tions. 

With the invaluable assistance of our Planning Consultant, Mr. Samuel 
Snow, the Board has nearly completed a major revision of its Rules and 
Regulations, calculated to bring them into conformity with state enabling 
legislation and to eliminate operating problems our present regulations 
have permitted to arise in recent years. 

The Board joined the Finance Committee and Comptroller in presenting 
to the Special Town Meeting in September 1964 a capital budget statement 
of a very preliminary nature as an aid to the Meeting in considering its 
coming library and school problems. With the help of the Committee and 
Comptroller we hope to bring to the 1965 Town Meeting a capital budget 
presentation analyzed in more detail than time permitted in September. 

The resignation of Mr. Franklin J. Lane from the Board after fifteen 
years of service to the Town was accepted by the remaining members with 
personal regret. 

The Planning Board wishes to express its appreciation of the help it has 
received throughout the year from Mr. Snow and from its Consulting En- 
gineer, Howard F.. Ambrose, and its Clerical Assistant, Mrs. Paul Eberle.

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Report of the Board of Park Commissioners 


The Park Department’s responsibilities cover the care and maintenance 
of all the Town’s parks, playgrounds, athletic fields, center plots and water- 
ways as well as the grounds of all the schools. 

The Winchester Common, is nearly completed with a few more plants 
and shrubs to be added — donated by town organizations. 

The Spring clean-up of school grounds was completed satisfactorily 
at a minimum expense to the town. 

The Summer playground program, including adult softball, under the 
capable supervision of Frank Provinzano, was a continued success with 
substantial attendance at the beach areas and playgrounds. The Arts 
and Crafts program conducted by Miss Jane M. Magee, and the basketball 
program conducted by John Callahan were also very successful. 

Projects Completed: 

1. The repair and cleaning of artesian wells at Leonard Pool. 

2. The extension of the retaining wall — 60’ on island side of Leonard 
Pool, and also installed three cement steps from the water’s edge 
to the island. 

3. The dredging of the Mill Pond will be completed by the end of 1964. 

The resurfacing of the Palmer tennis courts. 

5. The completion of the grading and seeding of Shore Road Field. 
(Approximately 1800’ of chain link fencing will be installed around 
the field and completed by the end of 1964.) 

6. The underground sprinkler system at Shore Road Field has been 
completed and will be ready for operation at any time. 

7. The cleaning of the Aberjona River from the Woburn line to David- 
son Park — continuing along the back of Leonard Pool to the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad tracks. 

In addition to the foregoing completed projects, the Park Department 
recommends for the approval by the Town, the following projects to be 
completed during 1965. 

1. Installation of a chain link fence around Palmer Beach area. 

2. Completion of Shore Road Field fence with the installation of an 

additional 600’ of fencing. 

The Park Department regrets very much the loss of the capable services 
of Dr. William L. Davis as he moved out of town. 

The Park Department wishes to express its appreciation to the various 
Boards, Committees and the Town Departments for the cooperation and 
help extended them during the past year in the borrowing of equipment and 
manpower as this has been a great saving to the Town.

Report of the Board of Public Welfare 
and Bureau of Old Age Assistance 


The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age Assistance here- 
with submits its annual report for the year 1964. 


The basic function of public assistance is to help individuals and fam- 
ilies meet their essential needs when they are unable to do so themselves, 
and other resources, including social insurance, are not adequate or avail- 
able to them. 


Through subsequent legislative changes, the scope and coverage of 
the Federal-State public assistance programs have been broadened and 
the amount of Federal and State financial participation increased which 
has had the effect of raising assistance payments to keep pace more fully 
with rising costs of living. 
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The 1962 Amendments to the Social Security Law have now been fully 
incorporated into our public assistance programs. These amendments re- 
quire a great deal more time and effort on the part of our employees in or- 
der to maintain our usual high standards of efficiency. 


The State Legislature enacted several laws in 1964 which have in- 
creased the cost of public assistance programs in 1964 and will be reflected 
to a greater extent in 1965. Chapter 489 increased the cost of funerals: 
Chapter 116 which is the chapter of the law concerned with settlement was 
abolished for General Relief and Old Age Assistance cases effective January 
1, 1964. In General Relief cases the State reimburses the Town for 20% 
of the total cost. In Old Age Assistance, the federal and state reimburse- 
ment formula remains the same. However the town now pays the entire 
balance: Chapter 515 amends section 24A of Chapter 117 and extends the 
liability of cities and towns for hospital care furnished to certain needy 
persons: Chapter 549 increases the Leisure Time Activities under Old Age 
Assistance from $5. to $6. per month: Chapter 591 an act relative to the 
use of the recipients income in Medical Assistance For the Aged: Chapter 
595 increased the exemption of children in Old Age Assistance and Medical 
Assistance For The Aged. The State Department of Public Welfare estab- 
lished a change in the monthly fuel allowance. 


GENERAL ASSISTANCE 
General Assistance is given to needy persons who cannot qualify for 
one of the Federal programs of assistance such as the unemployed, those 
persons in need of temporary hospital or medical care or those persons in 
need of immediate assistance while awaiting approval under one of the 
Federal programs. 


Four cases were receiving regular weekly grants under General Relief on 
January 1, 1964. Other cases received temporary assistance, some cases 
received medical and hospital care. We expect to complete the year with 
four cases. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 
Old Age Assistance is designed to provide financial assistance to persons 
sixty five (65) years of age and over who have resided in Massachusetts 
for one year immediately preceding the date of their application for as- 
sistance. 


We were assisting fifty seven (57) cases on January 1, 1964. We ap- 
proved fifteen (15) applications during the year. Fifteen (15) cases were 
closed during the year; one (1) because of death, one (1) application was 
withdrawn, one moved to another State, nine (9) were transferred from 
Old Age Assistance to Medical Assistance For The Aged, and three (3) 
were transferred to other Communities. We expect to complete the year 
month per cases. 45.5% of the case load received $16,855.20 in Old Age 
with 57 cases. The average grant amounted to approximately $83. per 
and Survivors Insurance, and 19% had some other form of income. 
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AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


Aid to Families With Dependent Children has as its function the care 
and support of children who are deprived of parental support for various 
reasons. This program enables children up to the age of 18 to be aided 
in their own homes or in the homes of relatives, who would otherwise be 
placed in foster homes or in institutions. As of January 1, 1964 we were 
aiding five (5) families with twenty two (22) children. We received nine 
(9) applications for assistance during the year. We expect to complete 
the year with eight (8) families with twenty three (23) children. Five 
(5) of these cases are being assisted as a result of divorce, separation or 
desertion. Court action in four (4) of these cases resulted in the Board 
receiving $2,420. in reimbursements during the year. This helps to reduce 
the cost of the program. 


AID TO PERMANENTLY AND TOTALLY DISABLED PERSONS 

This program, commonly referred to as “Disability Assistance” provides 
financial assistance and all medical needs to those persons eighteen years 
of age and over, who are disabled at the time of application and have the 
expectation of being disabled for at least six (6) months. The prime con- 
cern in this program of assistance is the rehabilitation. of the applicant so 
that eventually he may be physically and mentally restored to full em- 
ployment. 

We were aiding nine (9) cases as of January 1, 1964. Five (5) new 
applications were approved and five (5) cases were closed during the year. 
One (1) client died, one (1) transferred to a neighboring city, one (1) was 
-returned to full employment and two (2) were found to be ineligible. We 
expect to complete the year with nine (9) cases. 


MEDICAL ASSISTANCE FOR THE AGED 


Medical Assistance For The Aged provides medical care only to persons 
sixty-five (65) years of age and over, whose income and/or resources are 
insufficient to meet their medical needs. 

As of January 1, 1964 we were aiding fifty three (53) persons under this 
program. Thirty four (34) applications were taken during the year. Twen- 
ty five (25) cases were closed; nine (9) because of death, three (3) for ex- 
cessive income, one (1) transferred to another Community, six (6) cases 
were transferred to Old Age Assistance, one (1) returned to full employ- 
ment, five (5) applications were withdrawn. We expect to complete the 
year with sixty two (62) cases. 


The Board of Public Welfare takes this opportunity to express its sin- 
cere appreciation to the other departments in the town government and 
to the many social and fraternal organizations, and to those persons who 
contributed their time and their money to assist the less fortunate. 

The following figures are, in part, approximate due to the date on 
which this report must be filed. They will however, indicate the actual 
and estimated expenditures for the five catagories of assistance, the Fed- 
eral and State reimbursements during 1964 and the net cost to the town. 
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Report of Board of Health 


The Board of Health hereby submits its Annual Report for the year 
1964. 


General 

Listed below are a number of areas in which the Board of Health has 
been active during the past year. 

1. In cooperation with the Park Commissioners, Waterways Committee 
and the Board of Selectmen this Board has continued to advocate beauti- 
fication and clearing of the Aberjona River. As of this writing this project 
is proceding satisfactorily to wit the derrick currently very much in evi- 
dence behind the Town Hall. 

2. In recognition of the rising cost of living the eligibility requirements 
for the Dental Clinic’ were revised to reflect a 10% increase in the cost of 
living index which has occurred in the past 5 years. 

3. Tuberculin Test Clinics previously held once yearly are now being 
held on a quarterly basis. A Charge of 50c is being levied for each test 
given. 

4. In conformity with the previous years the annual Chest X-Ray 
Clinic was held on May 25, 1964. All foodhandlers within the town were 
examined at their owm expense. In addition certain town employees were 
examined at town expense. 

The total number of examinations was 624. 

5. At the request of this Board the ash residue from the incinerator 
was inspected by the Department of Public Health of the Commonwealth. 
This was found suitable for purposes of “clean fill.” Considerable interest 
has been generated in the use of the ash residue from the incinerator for 
the purposes of fill not only on town property but also on the property 
of individual land owners within the town, At present, individual property 
owners may apply for ash residue. This residue may be transported from 
the incinerator area to the private property at the convenience and expense 
of the individual or may be distributed from time to time by the town, as 
circumstances permit. 

6. This Board has continued to be concerned about the malfunction 
of various private sewage disposal systems throughout the town, most speci- 
fically in the Arlington Street, Myopia Hill area and at the north end of 
Ridge Street. In conjunction with the Water and Sewer Board an article 
was presented to the Special Town Meeting in October at which time funds 
in the amount of $170,000.00 were allocated for phase 1 of a plan to provide 
town sewage to both of these areas. 

7. During the fall this Board reviewed in detail its needs for Public 
Health Nursing with respect to the desirability of continuing the contract 
with the Visiting Nursing Association or reverting to a full-time Public 
Health Nurse to be employed by the Town and under the direct supervision 
of the Board of Health. We are indebted to the fine cooperation extended 
by Miss Rita Plummer, R.N., Directress of the Winchester Visiting Nursing 
Association as well as to the Board of the Winchester V.N.A. and to their 
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various advisors and specifically, Mr. Austin Broadhurst. After an extensive 
survey the Board of Health was convinced that the services offered by the 
V.N.A. represented the best possible solution to the needs of the Town and 
therefore, with pleasure renewed the contract with the Winchester Visiting 
Nursing Association. 

8. As noted in our last Annual Report, considerable progress was and 
has continued to be made in regards to drafting various Rules and Regula- 
tions which will apply to the Town. It is anticipated that within the near 
future a complete redrafting of the Rules and Regulations of the Board of 
Health will be completed and adopted. 

9. Our experience with the Mystic Valley Mental Health Association 
has continued to be most satisfactory. Later in this report there will be 
a special paragraph devoted to this subject. In keeping with the intent 
of Article 47 of the 1963 Town Meeting this Board has recommended that 
we continue to participate in the Mystic Valley Mental Health Association 
during the calendar year. Because of the rising costs of running the Clinic 
it will be necessary to increase the budgetary allocation from $1700.00 to 
$2450.00. Representatives from this Board have reviewed in detail the 
expenditures of the Mental Health Association and their projected budget 
and believe that these are legitimate expenses and that the value received 
by the Town justifies this additional expense. This year a special budget 
has been designated for this purpose. 


Health Services 

The Winchester Visiting Nursing Association has expanded its activities 
with respect to Parochial School Nursing. T'wo, 2-hour visits per week are 
scheduled for each Parochial School. At these times the nurses meet with 
the school authorities, parents and children for conferences, health coun- 
seling and first aid. This activity is in addition to the regular services 
offered on an emergency basis throughout the school session as well as visits 
to the home as indicated. 

A total of 225 physical examinations were given in both Parochial 
Schools by Dr. Charles Rooney and Dr. Amos Guarente. Three hundred 
and forty-five children had vision testing and 370 hearing testing. Both 
these examinations were given by a nurse. 

Four hundred infants and pre-school children attended the Well Child 
and Immunization Clinics. These activities were under the direct super- 
vision of the Medical Director, Dr. Roger M. Burgoyne. 

The oral polio vaccine program has continued. In line with the recom- 
mendations of the State Public Health Department attention is being direct- 
ed towards infants and pre-school children rather than to adults. 

The Board of Health as well as the personnel at the V.N.A. wish to 
acknowledge with thanks the assistance offered in these various activities 
by members of Winton Club, The Friends of the Winchester Hospital, 
Board of the V.N.A., the Girl Scouts of America, and in particular, we wish 
to thank Raymond Dillon, M.D. and his associates for their professional 
service in regard to interpreting the chest x-rays.

DENTAL SERVICES 


The activities of the Dental Clinic have continued substantially the 
Same as in past years. Attention has been directed primarily to rendering 
dental services to students in the first six grades who would not ordinarily 
receive basic minimum attention. The attendance of a child at the Clinic 
continues to be based on a means test. 

The personnel of the Dental Clinic has remained unchanged. We 
continue to have the expert service of a.specialist in children’s dentistry, 
Dr. Pallonji Bhiladvala as well as his dental assistant, Mrs. Gloria Monte- 
resi. Mrs. Jeanne Lavelle has remained as the dental hygienist. The entire 
activities of the Dental Clinic have been directly supervised by the Chairman 
of this Board, Dr. Lawrence F. Quigley, who is a practicing orthodontist in 
Winchester and a dental research worker at Tufts University.

We have 
continued to utilize the facilities of the Middlesex Laboratories in. the per- 
son of Mr. Robert Rimbach, R.S. for assistance in obtaining bacterial cul- 
tures from food utensils in the various establishments (eating) throughout 
the Town.

MENTAL HEALTH 
There has been a substantial increase in the utilization of the Mystic 
Valley Mental Health facilities during the past year. Comparative figures 
from the other participating towns, Arlington, Lexington, Woburn and 
Bedford, demonstrate that the use of this service by the Town of Winchester 
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is proportional. Based on this experience it is anticipated that even greater 
assistance will be offered in the coming years. 

As noted elsewhere in this report the cost to the Town will be greater 
this year, but it is in our opinion a justified and necessary increase.

Health. This office has been most ably filled by Mr. Michael D. Saraco. 

The Board takes pleasure in acknowledging the continued excellent 
service of its Clerk, Mrs. Marjorie D. Scott.

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Annual Report of the Civil Defense 


The Civil Defense Department is made up of approximately 90 citizens 
of Winchester who, on an unpaid basis, volunteer their time freely as a 
civic duty. The Auxiliary Fire, Auxiliary Police, Communications, Medical 
and Radiological sections make up the majority. It is directed by a small 
administrative force which operates in close cooperation: with various reg- 
ularly established town agencies, and the State and Federal Civil Defense 
Authorities: This entitles the Town of Winchester to the mutual aid pro- 
grams and the privilege to draw from Federal and State surplus inven- 
tories. 


The Auxiliary Fire and the Auxiliary Police Sections are under the direct 
supervision of the regular Fire and Police Departments. 


The Civil Defense Department has increased its capabilities through 
improved equipment and increased training until it now provides a service 
to the town on a daily basis. The Image of Civil Defense as an organization 
which promotes the construction of shelters which might provide limited 
protection in the case of a nuclear holocaust has been replaced by the 
realization that CD is an all around service and Disaster Control Unit which 
performs a wide variety of functions which are of immediate value to the 
town. Evidence that this service to the town is recognized is borne out by 
the cooperation and support that this voluntary department receives from 
organizations such as the Rotary, EnKa and numerous other private and 
town agencies. 


The Auxiliary Fire Section has 17 officers and men all of whom have 
had, and continue to receive, training in fire department methods as part 
of the Regular Fire Department training program. All are available in 
event of emergency. 


Auxiliary Fire personnel have put in a total of 3229 man hours during 
1964 most of which was spent in fighting brush fires, answering’ first and 
second alarm fires, pumping out cellars and other duties. A great deal of 
time was also spent in the repair and renovation of the Water Department 
pumping station on Reservoir Street which now serves as the Auxiliary Fire 
Station. This year a new ceiling and toilet facilities were installed and a 
fresh coat of paint applied throughout. 


In November the Auxiliary Fire Section received the old fire alarm 
truck from the regular Fire Department and is now converting it into an 
emergency lighting and public address system. The equipment will con- 
sist of a mobile 18 kilowatt generator, a 100 watt public address system and 
8 flood lights. The project is planned for completion early in 1965 and will 
make a valuable addition to the towns’ protective capabilities. 


The Auxiliary Police Section consists of 18 officers and men, who receive 
their training and duty assignments directly from. the regular Police De- 
partment. Training meetings are held once a month with the cooperation 
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of the State Police. The men meet every Tuesday evening for training and 
pistol practice at the range in the Star office building. This area also serves 
as Auxiliary Police headquarters and through their efforts has been attrac- 
tively renovated. 


The Auxiliary Police contributed nearly 5000 man hours in 1964 in the 
performance of church traffic duty, town meetings, holiday parades, holiday 
traffic duty and special assignments. 


The Auxiliary Fire and Police Sections furnish the town with a ready 
source of trained personnel for acceptance into the regular establishments. 
One case this year was when Charles Holt joined the regular police after 
22 years as an Auxiliary Police officer. 


The Communications Section consists of a network of stationary and 
mobile units manned by volunteer personnel. In 1964 this department con- 
ducted 52 radio tests to increase its proficiency in emergency operating tech- 
niques, Each test was of approximately % of an hour duration. It should 
be noted that a great deal of additional time is spent in maintaining the 
two-way radio equipment some of which is over 15 years old and obsolete. 
Communications is rated among the top priorities in any emergency. This 
maintenance and operating capability is of great value to the town as serv- 
ice and protective equipment. 


The 5 Winchester fall-out shelters have been stocked with required 
supplies by the Federal Government. 


Plans have been made for continued participation in the Radiological 
Monitoring program offered by the Federal Civil Defense Department. This 
program offers training and equipment for the detection and measurement 
of radiological sources and can be of great value to the town in case of 
nuclear war or peace-time accidents involving radiclogical material since 
the area and degree of contamination must be ascertained before fire and 
police personnel can safely enter the area. In 1964 Captain Galuffo of the 
Fire Department trained 18 men and they were certified as Radiological 
Monitors. 


The entire personnel of Civil Defense is grateful for the cooperation of 
the Health Department in giving us space in its office. Special thanks are 
due Mrs. Scott, the Health Department secretary for the many hours of 
clerical work and sincere cooperation for which she has so cheerfully 
found time.

During 1964, rainfall was 36.60 inches as against a 90-year average of 
42.46 inches. Beginning in May, the yield of the reservoirs was far less 
than consumption with the result that during the year 229.4 million gallons 
were pumped into the reservoirs from the M.D.C. system through the Spot 
Pond pumping station. The Town is extremely fortunate to have available 
this additional source of water which made it unnecessary to place any 
restrictions on water use in spite of the extended drought. The following 
comparisons (in millions of gallons) may be of interest:

Major projects completed during the year as part of the long-term 
program initiated in 1957 to improve the water system were new 12” mains 
in Sylvester Avenue, in Cambridge Street between, Wildwood Street and 
Pond Street, and in the easement from Johnson Road to Squire Road, new 
10” mains in Cross Street and Farrow Street, new 8” mains in and between 
South Border Road and Ledgewood and a new 6” main to serve Border 
Street. In addition, six residential developments with their related water 
and sewer mains were under construction. 

Maintenance work for the water system included the painting of the 
North and South water tanks, institution of a program of inspection, opera- 
tion and repair or replacement (when required) of the 1,760 gates in the sys- 
tem, continued inspection and repair of hydrants, repair of screens in the 
South Reservoir gate house and painting of hydrants with luminous paint. 

During the year, there were added to the water system 16,443 feet of 
mains, 111 gates, 28 hydrants and 74 water services, and 16 hydrants were 
replaced, At year end, there were 483,474 feet of water mains and 5,577 
water services in the system. 

The project of reducing the number of connections with the M.D.C. 
sewerage system was substantially completed in 1964. Since this project 
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was initiated in 1961, 13 such connections have been eliminated at a total 
cost of $33,109 with substantial annual savings to the Town in the M.D.C. 
sewer assessments which will amount to more than $15,000 per year. 


The bottleneck in the sewer system serving the Northwest area of the 
Town was eliminated by the installation in 1964 of a new 14” main in Wild- 
wood Street between Albamont Road and Cambridge Street; and construc- 
tion was started on a second inverted syphon under the Mystic Lake to 
provide additional capacity and insurance against stoppages on this vital 
line which serves the entire West side of the Town. In addition, an addi- 
tional 8” sewer relief line was installed from Squire Road to Thornberry 
Road. During the year, there were added to the sewer system, 8,687 feet 
of mains and 63 new services, making the totals at year end 384,435 feet 
of mains and 5,284 services. 

Two of the eight sewerage pumping stations in the sewer system broke 
down and had to be repaired during the year. One of these, at Squire Road, 
serves the rapidly growing area in the Northwest corner of the Town and 
must take care of such an increasing; volume of sewage and garbage that 
more dependable equipment must be installed in the near future. 

The Department took care of 1,215 miscellaneous orders during the year 
in connection with its regular work of maintaining water and sewer serv- 
ice. Twenty-nine sewer main stoppages were cleared. For its customers, 
166 sewer stoppages were cleared, 42 water service leaks were repaired and 
38 water services were renewed. 

The Board wishes to record its recognition of the devoted, conscien- 
tious and effective work of the employees of the Department in maintaining 
high quality of service and handling emergencies at all hours of the day and 
night.

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Report of the Cemetery Commissioners 


WILDWOOD CEMETERY 

In our ordinary work last year there were 120 interments and 83 founda- 
tions installed. 

We received $14,175.00 from the sale of lots, $17,354.00 for Permanent 
Care, $5,396.00 from interments, $1,785.00 from the sale of grave liners, 
$1,788.00 for foundations and $1,275.36 from miscellaneous. Total receipts 
in the year $41,773.36. 

After a study of rates for lots and services in other comparable cem- 
eteries in this area and of our own increased costs we have recently ap- 
proved a new schedule of prices more nearly in line with prevailing prac- 
tice. These should result in substantially increased revenue for 1965 and 
future years. 

We have completed several needed developments during the year and 
are working on further plans for new and old areas that we expect will 
bring us abreast of current lot requirements before the end of 1965. 

About an acre of space in the Middlesex Street (southwest) area has 
been graded, loamed, seeded, trees planted and water serviced. This makes 
available some 100 new graves. 

Several improvements have been accomplished, among them a new 
gate on Palmer Street to permit convenient access for Fire Department and 
other trucks, bulldozing of a roadway to the end of East Chesterford Road 
to allow increased fire protection in that area for our own and neighboring 
property. 

Our dilapidated water system is being studied. A total of 1500 feet of 
new plastic 2 inch water pipe has been laid this year. A, new line will be 
installed from Middlesex Street to service development in the area for the 
foreseeable future. 

A new road is in part-time making from the present end of our Crystal 
Road down grade to old Palmer Street Location and thence to the Palmer 
Street Gate. 

A start is being made for the selective removal of over-grown and de- 
cayed trees and shrubs of our own and on some owners’ lots. This will 
improve the appearance of the cemetery and save considerable maintenance 
costs. 

July 31 marked the retirement of Joseph F. Duran, our Superintendent 
of many years faithful service. His former assistant, Harold J. Moran, was 
chosen to succeed him. Also our secretary, Mrs. Winnifred S. Fay, retired 
this year, after several years of faithful service to our department. 

We have as usual received valuable aid from the Engineering Depart- 
ment, the Water and Sewer Department and the Highway Department.

In our 1963 report, and in our request for support before the Annual 
Town Meeting of 1964, we reviewed the many reasons for our recommenda- 
tion in support of a Library Building Addition. This past year the Library 
Staff and the Library Trustees have worked with the Permanent Building 
Committee members and their architect on the Library Building Additio: 
project. 

It is our hope that the Town will vote favorably for the appropriations 
needed to finance the Library Building Addition. These appropriations we 
understand will be presented at a special Town Meeting which will be held 
in the middle of March, 1965. 

Although the final vote for the appropriations is yet to be taken, in 
anticipation of that vote we have had to make plans for the adjustments 
in the operation of the Library which will be needed should the Town vote 
in favor of the Building program. 
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We are pleased to report that we do not think it will be necessary to 
completely close the Library at any time during the construction period. 
Our services in the Children’s Room and in the West Reading Room will 
necessarily be curtailed because the addition to the Library will be made 
in those areas of the existing building. The number of chairs and tables 
available in the Reference Room, will have to be cut down to make space 
available for the books which will have to be relocated. Hopefully the 
principal period during which the Library service will have to be limited 
will be in the summer, which is not the busy Library season. 

Before the preliminary plans of the Architect and Building Committee 
were presented to the special Town Meeting in the fall of 1964, the Library 
Trustees conducted an open. house at the Library which was very well at- 
tended. Several helpful suggestions were made by men and women of the 
Town interested in the Library and its problems. At the October Town 
Meeting, at which additional funds were appropriated for final plans, cer- 
tain questions were raised and these were given careful review by the 
Architect, Building Committee, and the Trustees. The growth towards 
final plans has resulted from the coordinated effort of the team. made up 
of the Architect, Building Committee, Library Staff, and Library Trustees. 

We are pleased in this, our Annual Report, to express our thanks to 
the members of the Permanent Building Committee and the members 
appointed to that Committee for the Library project, for the time, the 
thinking, and the interest which they have shown. 

It is also our pleasure to bring to the attention of the Town the excel- 
lent work this past year of the entire Library Staff, in operating the Libra- 
ry efficiently, and in working so well with us on the Building Addition 
Project. a

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The year 1964 was a year of preparation for change. In March the 
Town Meeting voted the sum of $15,000 for the purpose of procuring plans 
for an addition to the Library. From then until the end of the year the 
Town Building Committee, the Building Subcommittee for the Library, the 
Library Trustees, the architectural firm of Kilham, Hopkins, Greeley and 
Brodie, the library consultants John A. Humphry and Philip J. McNiff, the 
librarian, and the library staff were involved in the problem of preparing 
plans for the most efficiently organized and economical library addition 
possible. Because of unforseen circumstances it was necessary for the 
Building Committee to go to the Town at a special Town Meeting in October 
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to request an additional $8,700 to bring the plans to the bidding stage. In 
preparation for this meeting the Trustees held an open house at the Library 
on Sunday, September 27, for the purpose of explaining the plans to in- 
terested townspeople. The open house was well attended. The plans as 
now drawn up reflect the best thinking of all of the above-mentioned groups 
and individuals and incorporate suggestions made by Town Meeting mem- 
bers in October. 

All services continued and experienced a slow but steady increase over 
last year. The total number of materials loaned increased from 254,144 to 
258,395. The number of books added to the collection increased from 4,722 
to 5,521. It is interesting to note that this year for every two non-fiction 
titles added we have added less than one fiction title. The number of 
reference questions answered increased from 3,584 to 4,269. A total of 333 
books was added to the Hospital collection and the number of books loaned 
at the Hospital increased from 3,824 in 1963 to 4,025. Service to the Home 
for the Aged continued. 

Both the record collection and the foreign language book collection were 
significantly increased this year. In an effort to update the record collec- 
tion the Library purchased about eight hundred dollars’ worth of records. 
Because the fields of jazz and folk music had been almost totally neglected 
in the past these areas were emphasized. The great increase in the size of 
the record collection has made it necessary for it to be completely reca- 
talogued. This is being done at present. About fifty foreign language books 
were purchased in languages which are taught in the public school system 
in an effort to supply supplementary classroom material. 

In the process of systematically going through the collection to discard 
books which are dated and in need of repair it has been found that the 
Library has a significant number of volumes which, according to the stan- 
dard secondhand book sale catalogs, have some market value. When these 
books relate to the field of Americana they are being kept in a special col- 
lection. Volumes not relating to Americana, if not wanted in the collec- 
tion, are being made available to special and academic libraries. ‘The 
Library was pleased to be able to continue to publish book reviews in the 
Star. Twenty-three exhibits, in addition to the excellent ones of the Win- 
chester Art Association, were shown at the Library. Some of the more 
popular ones included the New England Book Show, Best Sellers, Historical 
Fiction, and New Jazz and Folk Records. We have cooperated with the local 
Congregational churches by identifying the books on their Adventures in 
Reading booklist with a red star and shelving them in a section of the 
alcove containing recent fiction and non-fiction. 

Meeting rooms of the Library were used by the public a total of 181 
times. This included thirty-five film programs and eighty-five story hours. 
This marks an increase for total use over last year of ninety-five. The film 
programs were again very popular — so popular in fact that we often had 
to turn people away for lack of space. The average adult attendance at 
the film showings on Fridays was eighteen; the average for children was 
thirty-six — both increases over last year, We estimate that the average 
attendance of children on Saturdays was between forty and fifty. The 
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phenomenal increase in the use of Library rooms over last year was due 
in large part to the extremely successful series of story hours run by Miss 
Bogle and Mrs. Comfort. Miss Bogle told stories to school age children on 
Tuesdays during April and May. Mrs. Comfort entertained thirty-six pre- 
schoolers for ten Tuesdays in the spring and forty children for a similar 
period in the fall. These latter programs were so popular that thirty-five 
children had to be put on the waiting list for the spring session. In addi- 
tion a Reading Aloud program was conducted daily by Miss Bogle and Mrs. 
Comfort during July and August. 

It should be pointed out that this year for the first time the Trustees 
voted to accept state aid under Chapter 760, Acts of 1960 as amended by 
Chapter 672, Acts of 1963. The sum received amounted to twenty-five 
cents per capita (based on 1960 population). 

It is my pleasure to report that as of the end of the year the Library 
was operating with a full staff. During the year two adult part-time work- 
ers of several years’ experience, Mrs. Olive Bird and Mr. David Rush, re- 
signed. We were forunate, however, to be able to fiil two professional 
librarian vacancies. Miss Martha McGowan, who became Young Adult 
Librarian in September, is a graduate of Brandeis University and is about 
to receive her Master’s degree in English literature from Boston College. 
She is currently working for her Master’s in library science at Simmons. 
Mrs. Barbara Troup, General Professional Assistant, is a graduate of Heidel- 
berg College and has her Master’s in library science from Western Reserve 
University. She also joined the staff in September. 

Professional activities of the staff were again many and varied — 
perhaps even more so than last year. Meetings of various library groups 
were attended by almost all of the professional staff. In addition Mrs. 
Laban reviewed books for the Contemporary Literature Group of the Win- 
chester College Club in November. Mrs. Anderson was appointed to the 
Program Committee of the Massachusetts Library Association. Mrs. Com- 
fort was appointed to the Advisory Committee for the Round Table of 
Children’s Librarians and reviewed books for the Eastern Massachusetts 
Book Review Committee. She also actively participated in the Fourth 
Annual Children’s Book Fair in November. Miss Bogle became a member 
of the Nominating Committee for the Round Table of Children’s Librarians, 
and is on the Steering Committee of and reviews books for the Eastern 
Massachusetts Book Review Committee. She spoke to an Emmanuel College 
Alumnae Group about children’s books in October. Mrs. Roberts represented 
the Library at the annual American Library Association meeting in St. 
Louis in June. While there she served as a discussion leader at a series 
of meetings considering “What Books for the Pre-College Reader? The 
Publisher Asks, the Librarian Answers.” She served as President of the 
Round Table of Librarians for Young Adults and as a member of the 
Steering Committee of The Young Adults Cooperative Book Review Group 
of Massachusetts. In April she reviewed books on the Adventures in Read- 
ing list for a women’s group of the First Congregational Church, In addition 
both she and Mr. Wagenknecht served on the Nominating Committee and 
Executive Board of the Masachusetts Library Association. Mr. Wagenknecht 
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served on three committees of the Massachusetts Library Association and 
in addition was Chairman of the Nominating Committee of its Public 
Library Administrators Section. He also served on a committee of the 
Greater Boston Public Library Administrators. He was a member of the 
Massachusetts Committee for National Library Week for which he wrote 
an, article, “The Suburban Library,” which appeared in the Boston Sunday 
Globe Magazine for April 12. In addition he continued to review books 
for Library Journal, a national library periodical; became President of the 
Charles River Library Club; and was appointed Editor of The Bay State 
Librarian, the quarterly organ of the Massachusetts Library Association. 
Dr. Eugene Pollard, a former Library trustee, and Mr. Wagenknecht ad- 
dressed a meeting of the League of Women Voters in March on the plans 
for the new Library addition. 


It remains for me to thank all those who made the continued operation 
of the Library possible. My thanks extends first of all to a stimulating and 
interested Board of Library Trustees for its support and guidance. A 
conscientious staff deserves commendation for its work in fulfilling in an 
outstanding manner its function of bringing people and books together. My 
thanks extends to each individual member of the staff. The En Ka 
Society deserves thanks for again supplying volunteers to work with the 
Hospital book collection. The Library is pleased that the Winchester Art 
Association continued to display its paintings at the Library. We are par- 
ticularly indebted to Miss Alice Joy for her generous bequest of $2,000 in 
trust for the purchase of non-fiction books. I wish I could thank, indivi- 
dually all those who gave books to the Library but requirements of space 
prohibit it. I must, however, record the Library’s thanks for leather bound 
sets of collected works of Dumas, Dickens, Scott, Thackeray, and Tennyson 
given in memory of Luther W. Puffer, Jr. and Luther W. Puffer, III by Mrs. 
Arthur C. Stockdale of Clearwater, Florida.

Report of the School Committee 


This is a progress report on the three major projects to which the 
School Committee called attention in its report of last year: the building 
of new facilities, the continuing improvement of the educational program, 
and the maintenance of a highly skilled teaching staff. 

First, the building program: The survey of schcol facilities, jointly 
commissioned in 1963 by the School Committee and the Permanent Build- 
ing Committee was submitted in April by Dr. John Marshall. His report 
recommended: (1) the creation of a campus-type senior high school com- 
plex in the center by using the McCall Junior High, the present Senior High 
and an addition to be built on adjacent land; (2) the construction of a 
new junior high school outside the center; (3) the construction of a new 
elementary school to accommodate grades 5 and 6. In a supplementary 
report, however, Dr. Marshall acknowledged that “a well designed senior 
high school completely new” would be superior to the campus-type senior 
high. In the months since Dr. Marshall submitted his report the School 
Committee and the school administration have developed specifications for 
senior high facilities to accommodate 1500 students. (The educational 
capacity of the present high school is 900.) The Secondary Schools Sub- 
Committee of the Permanent Building Committee, with its architects, used 
these specifications in determining the alternate feasibility of the Marshall- 
recommended center complex or some other solution. Concurrently, speci- 
fications have been developed for a new 550-pupil elementary school and 
the Elementary Schools Subcommittee of the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee is now determining, with its architects, what action is appropriate. 
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While it is too early to know definitely what the most desirable solu- 
tion to our building needs will be, the evidence presently available leads the 
School Committee to recommend: (1) the construction of a new 1500- 
pupil senior high school outside the center; (2) the construction of a 550- 
pupil elementary school; (3) the use of the present Senior High for 750 
junior high students and for School Department offices which would be 
transferred from Lynch; and (4) the use of the McCall Junior High on a 
temporary basis for elementary school students. Such a building program 
makes the best use of existing structures, creates new space designed to ac- 
commodate expanding enrollments and improved educational programs and 
provides a sound basis for the long term development of school facilities 
for the town. 


Although the School Department has been hampered by lack of space, 
it has continued to improve the curriculum offered in the Winchester 
schools. The introduction of an advanced placement course in American 
History brings to six the number of college-level courses now offered. Sim- 
ilar improvements have been made at earlier levels. Three years ago 
French was introduced at the seventh grade. The School Committee, on 
the urgent recommendation of the Citizens Advisory Committee, has voted 
to institute German language teaching also beginning at the seventh grade. 
This will give students the opportunity to elect an alternative foreign lan- 
guage and it will provide a longer sequence in the study of German, Fin- 
ally, we have continued to expand the athletics program towards the goal 
of providing a balanced physical as well as intellectual development for 
our youth. 


School buildings are important but skillful teaching is even more im- 
portant to the success of an educational endeavor. Seeking the ways to 
maintain a highly effective corps of teachers, the School Committee in 1963 
engaged the consulting firm Booz, Allen and Hamilton to study and prepare 
recommendations on professional personnel policies and practices. ‘The 
consultants submitted their report in March, 1964, and shortly thereafter 
the School Committee and the School Department began a series of con- 
ferences wih their administrators and teaching staff to determine the ways 
in which the recommendations should be applied. Several actions have 
been taken to date. An Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum and In- 
struction and a Director of Personnel have been appointed to develop im- 
proved educational and personnel programs. Even before their appoint- 
ment the School Committee initiated a revised compensation plan for 
school administrators, supervisors and educations specialists, which recog- 
nizes, among other things, differences in performance and experience. 
Other improvements will be effected this coming year. In the meantime, 
Winchester continues to attract and retain superior teachers by offering 
compensation which compares favorably with leading systems. 


With increasing pressure of school population, with insistent demands 
for improving the quality of education, and with intense competition for 
outstanding teachers, all communities are beset with problems. For years 
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Winchester has been numbered among the leading educational systems. 
The decisions taken in 1965 regarding the school building program will weigh 
heavily as to whether this position is maintained.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Highlighting developments in the School Department this year was 
the completion of two studies of the Winchester school system. One was 
a study of the school building needs made by Dr. John Marshall, whose find- 
ings testified to the urgent need for constructing additional (or new) facil- 
ities to relieve seriously overcrowded conditions both at the senior high and 
elementary school levels. Following receipt of the Marshall report educa- 
tional specifications were prepared to accommodate an anticipated max- 
imum enrollment of 1500 pupils in Grades 10 through 12. Educational 
specifications, also, are being completed for a new 550-pupil elementary 
school in accordance with a long-range plan proposed by the School De- 
partment for eventually housing a maximum grade school population of 
3300 in six schools of similar size so located as to retain the “neighborhood” 
school at this level of education. 

The second study involved professional personnel policies and standards 
of the Department and was made by the firm of Booz, Allen and Hamilton, 
management consultants. The consultants’ recommendations have been the 
subject of intensive study during the past few months. Acting on prelim- 
inary recommendations the School Committee provided for the addition of 
two administrative positions, one an Assistant Superintendent for Instruc- 
tion and the other a Director of Personnel. These positions were filled 
September Ist by the appointment of Mr. Walter P. Gleason and Mr. Henry 
B. Perry, respectively. The Committee in thus taking prompt action on 
these recommendations showed foresight for it would have been impossible 
otherwise to cope with the sharp increase in the responsibilities and duties 
of the Department. 

Other proposals of the Booz, Allen and Hamilton report being imple- 
mented include the upgrading of standards for recruiting teachers and 
greater recognition of the importance of the department head in educa- 
tional administration and supervision. Also being studied at this time is 
another recommendation of the consultants for establishing a “career” plan 
for selected teachers who would be employed during vacation periods. 

Changes in the educational] program this year include the introduction 
of an advanced placement course in American History in the Senior High 
School. This addition completes the list of subjects offered as electives for 
college credit to students enrolled in advanced classes in Grades 7 through 
11. This list now includes college courses in English, Mathematics, Biology, 
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Chemistry, French and History, successful completion of which can qualify 
a student for full or partial sophomore standing in any of the growing list 
of colleges giving official recognition to the high school advanced place- 
ment program. Unfortunately, German I had to be dropped from the 
curriculum this year. Plagued with the problem of very small enrollments 
in this subject, the Senior High School could not continue an offering in 
which only three students enrolled. Recognizing, however, the need for a 
broader curriculum in the modern languages, plans are being made to 
introduce German as an elective for junior high school students beginning 
in September 1965. 

The new Mathematics program introduced in the Senior High School 
only three years ago now is offered at all grade levels, having proved to 
be a much sounder approach to effective teaching and learning in Mathe- 
matics. An experiment in kindergarten which includes for the abler and 
more mature child an introduction to formal learning is enabling certain 
of these children to achieve in the first grade at a third grade level or even 
higher. Elementary teachers continue to be impressed with learning benefits 
obtained with new instructional organization and techniques including 
departmentalization, upgrading, grouping and team learning as well as 
with modern. instructional aids. 

This year a record number of 51 new staff members joined the Winches- 
ter school system. Preliminary reports indicate they are functioning with 
remarkable success, a tribute, indeed, to the principals and department 
heads responsible for their selection, and to the teachers who have coop- 
erated so effectively in their orientation. 

A bill passed by the legislature in the spring of 1964 mandates an in- 
crease of $500 beginning September 1, 1965 in the minimum salary paid 
public school teachers in Massachusetts. The effect of this mandate, of 
course, is to raise the salaries of all teachers. Though already above the 
state minimum, Winchester’s salaries will have to be increased to secure 
and retain teachers of high calibre. 

The years just ahead will bring marked changes in the Winchester 
school system. An extensive program of school construction is inevitable, 
providing the space necessary to house a growing population and the phys- 
ical resources required to educate efficiently and effectively. Broader edu- 
cational offerings with increased emphasis on the objective of having every 
pupil realize to the maximum his educational potential is the goal for 
which we shall continue to strive.

SUPPLEMENT TO FOLLOW-UP REPORT —CLASS OF 1964 

A comparison of the class lists of the Class of 1964 between the time 
of entrance and of graduation gives a group of 45 new members and 84 
pupils who left the group. There were 32 other pupils who entered the 
class at some time during the four years but left the group again. The 
presence of the above 32 had no effect on the over-all change in size; there- 
fore, they are not included in the statistics below.

A report of the Medical Department for the school year 1963-1964 follows: 
A. Annual Physical Examinations: 
1. The physical examinations of school pupils were begun soon after 

the opening of school and concluded in June 1964. 
Examinations of the first, fourth, seventh, tenth and twelfth grades 
were completed along with all new students who entered school the 
current year and all kindergarten children who had not received 
a pre-school check-up. 
All student candidates for major sports in High School were exam- 
ined before participating in the athletic program. Tabulation of 
examinations follow:

Two or more 
of the defects are found very often in the same pupil.

Most Junior and Senior High School 
students were advised to seek medical attention for minor defects 
found and only when major defects were found were notices sent to 
parents. 

In reference to major defects relative to heart conditions every 
effort is made to contact parents via telephone and notices either 
to bring new cases to parents’ attention or to evaluate known cases. 


4. Combination Class Examinations: 
This special class of ten children, under the supervision of Mrs. 
Lorette Smith, was again located at the Vinson-Owen School, One 
student left to attend a rehabilitation center in North Reading 
and another left, at the age of sixteen, to remain at home. 


B. Pre-School Examinations: 
Pre-school examinations of children entering school in September 1963 
were held during the last week in April and the first week in May. 
The total number examined in the presence of the parents was 166.

During 
the previous school year, 1962-63, the Sabin Oral vaccine was admin- 
istered to most of the children.

All new school personnel met the requirements of X-ray survey of 
their chests before being hired by the school department.

G. Health Instruction: 
Health Instruction is given in the elementary school teaching program 
through the use of pamphlet distribution to students as well as that 
instruction which is presented in various science and biology courses. 
The subjects embraced are mental hygiene, safety, nutrition, dental 
care and personal hygiene. 


H. Dental Health 
There were 810 treatments given at the Dental Clinic to elementary 
school pupils during the school year. More than one treatment is often 
given to the same pupil. 


I. Home Tutoring Program: 


Of the 17 students receiving home instruction only two required this 
service for the entire year.

J. Athletic Program:

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Report of the Comptroller 


December 31, 1964 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 61, of the 
General Laws, I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions 
of the Town of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1964, together 
with miscellaneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 


Ordinary revenues of the town exceeded the total expenditures for 
ordinary operations by $155,603.78. Revenue appropriation balances revert- 
ed were $125,600.72, receipts in excess of estimates $29,448.34 and assessments 
made subsequent to the fixing of the tax rate $554.72. 

On December 31, the general surplus revenue account had a balance 
of $616,733.08 of which $510,541.87 was available for expenditure. The 
amount available is $29,123.21 more than was available a year ago. 


Water Operations 


Water Department revenues exceeded expenditures by $47,880.85. Ap- 
propriation balances reverted amounted to $940.16 and receipts in excess 
of estimates, $46,940.69. 


Debt Operaticns 


The funded debt of the town decreased by $220,000.00 during the year. 
A sewer construction loan of $85,000.00 was offset by payments on existing 
debt of $305,000.00. In addition, a $155,000.00 sewer construction loan was 
authorized but unissued. The reduction in debt and increased valuations 
produced an increase in the available borrowing capacity which, as of De- 
cember 31, 1964, stood at $1,899,901.00. 


Post Audit of Departments 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53, of the 
General Laws and Chapter 57 of the Acts of 1963, the accounts of the 
various town officers and boards entrusted with the receipt, custody or ex- 
penditure of money have been examined and appropriate action and/or 
reports made in each instance. 


Examinaticen of Trust Funds 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53, of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and 
the Town Treasurer have been examined. The securities held by these 
trustees have been examined and found in proper order. The cash balances 
of the trustees have been verified.
